Due to Intermittent bacliground sounds and a poor 
signal to noise ratio, the utterances recorded on K21 were 
not suitable for voice comparison purposes. A comparison of 
the utterances of SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN designated as K20 with 
the voice of the anonj’^nious caller to Radio Station KNEW, 
Oakland, California, designated as Q27, was made. The K20 
utterances differ in significant characteristics from the 
euionymous voice on Q27* It Is not likely that they could be 
the same speaker.

On 6/28/68, SIRHAH BISHARA SIEHAII, represented by hie 
attorney RUSSELL E, PARSONS, appeared before Los Angeles 
Superior Court Judge RICHARD B, SCHAUER of Department

KENNEBY's staff and other Individuals at Ambassador 
Hotel at time of shooting interviewed and unable to 
recall observing SIRHAN in hotel prior to shooting.

BISHARA SIRHAN, father of SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN, 
interviewed in Jordan and results set out.

New York City, in early July, 1968, offered 
SIRHM BISHARA BXRHAN any assistance he desired, 
indicating he end his organization would commence 
a campaign to seek mercy for SIRHAR. Information 
received that in 1966 and Spring of 1967, SIRHAN 
BISHARA SIBHAN possibly had attended some meetings 
of Los Angeles Committee for Defense of the Bill 
of Rights (LACIBR) in Los Angeles area. Other 
sources familiar with activities of lACDBR in 
* Los Angeles area unable to Identify SIRHAN as 
attending any meetings of this organization 
during Pall of I966, I967, or i960. 
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Ab previously reported, the facts of this case were 
presented to the Los Angeles County Grand Jury on June 7* 19^6« 
by the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office. 

As a result of the Grand Jury Hearing, an indictment 
was rendered charging SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN with five counts 
of attempt to commit murder and one count of murder.

On J\inc 7, 1950, SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN was 
arraigned in the Chapel facility of the Los Angeles County 
Jail before Superior Court Judge ARTHUR L. ALARCON. In 
this appearance, SIRHAN was represented by the office of 
the Los Angeles County Public Defender and a date of plea 
was set by the Judge for June S 8 , 1968. 

Also on June 7 , 1958, Superior Court Judge ALARCON 
issued a court order limiting publicity on and discussion of 
this case as he indicated it was the duty of the court to 
guarantee that the defendant received a fair trial. 

WILBUR LITTLEFIELD, Chief Trial Attorney of the 
Los Angeles County Public Defender's Office was named as the 
defense counsel for SIRHAN. 

On June 19 , 1956, Los Angeles attorney RUSSEIL E. 
PARSONS was selected by SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN as his attorney 
to replace WILBUR LITTL^IELD of the Public Defender's Office. 
PARSONS indicated that he would be assisted by a second attorney 
whose identity was not made known by PARSONS as this attorney 
was allegedly currently engaged In trial* As of the date of 
this report, RUSSELL E. PAPONS remains the only attorney of 
record. 



On June 2 S, 1968, SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN, represented 
by his attorney RUSSEZiL E. PARSONS, appeared before Los Angeles 
Superior Court Judge RICHARD B. SCHAUER of Department 100, for 
the purpose of plea. This appearance was held In the Chapel 
of the Los Angeles County Central Jail for reasons of security. 
’ - ■* 
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At thiE hearing, an official substitution for the court was 
made revealing KUSSELL £. PAHSONS as the attorney of record 
for SIRHAN. PARSONS requested a three-week delay which was 
granted by the court and plea date was set for July 19* 1968* 

At this appearance, SXRHAN waived his right in open court to 
e trial within 60 days of indictment. Also at this appearance 
the court appointed a second psychiatrist to examine SIRHAN 
as one of the two original psychiatrists designated by the 
court declined to examine him. 

On July 7, 1968, SIRHAN was moved under heavy 
security precautions from the Los Angeles County Central 
Jell to the 13th floor of the Hall of Justice where he will 
remain pending further court action. 

On July 19, 1968, SIRHAI^ appeared In Department 100, 
before Los Angeles County Superior Court Judge RICHARD SCHAUER. 
SXRHAIT at this hearing was represented by his attorney, RUSSELL E. 
PARSONS. The prosecution wos represented by District Attorney 
EVELLE J. YOUNOER and Chief Assistant District Attorney 
LYNN C014PT0N. 

At this appearance, PARSONS requested and was granted 
an extension for purpose of entering a plea on behalf of SIRHAN 
until August 2, 1965. This motion was based on the fact that 
PARSONS claimed he has not yet received a coinplete psychiatric 
report from the two psychiatrists appointed by the court to 
examine SIRHAN. Also, PARSONS requested and permission was 
granted for Dr. RODERICK RICHARDON, a psychiatrist, to 
continue further examination of SIRHAN and for Or. EDWARD DAVIS 
to conduct an encephalograph. 

At this court appearance. District Attorney EVELIE J« 
YOUNGER submitted to the court and to the defense attorney a , , \ 
matter of motion which he intends to make on August 2, I966, to ) j 
vacate or modify the previous court admonition against di8cussin|( t 
this case with news media and other unauthorised individuals.

Mrs. ABO advised that she and her husband^ Or. ABO« 
who is a radiologist f were both at the Ambassador Hotel for 
the ROBERT F, KENWEEV celebration proceedings on the evening 
of June 1968. She stated that they arrived at the hotel 
at approximately 6:15 P-a, on that evening and that^aliaoBt 
the entire evening, she and her husband both remained in the 
Emt^ssy Ballroom awaiting the appearance end victory speech 
of Senator KENNEEY. She stated that shortly after midnight, 
after Senator KENNEDY had made his victory remarlcB to the 
group in the Embassy Ballroomj he left the ballroom by going 
into a small room to the rear of the stage from which he had 
made his remarks. She stated that she did not know which way 
the Senator went after he left the stage but that a few moments 
after he had left she heard what aoimded like "balloons popping 
first one or two and then several more." 

She said that after the popping noises she heard 
people begin to shout that someone had been shot and then she 
heard someone else say that Senator KENNEDY had been shot. 

She stated that she first heard that he had been shot In the 
leg and finally that he had been shot in the head. 

Mrs. ABO advised that during the confusion the 
shout was heard, from the area of the shooting >for a doctor 
to come to that area and so she encouraged her husband to go tn» 
She stated that he proceeded to enter the kitchen area where 
the Senator was and he administered whatever aid and comfort 
he could to Senator KENNEDY until the ambulance drivers arrived 
end took the Senator to the Central Receiving Hospital. 

Mrs. ABO stated that while her husband was with the

no one else responded 
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to the cell, she herself ran from the Embassy Ballroom, past v 
a fountain in the lobby and to a email bar near the lobby ifhere 
she obtained some ice. She stated that as she ran past the 
fountain in the lobby outside the Embassy Ballroom, she almost 
bua^ed into two men, who appeared to her to be some type of hotel 
security guards. There was another man e step or two behind 
them and one of these guards yelled at her saying, "Hey lady, 
don't you see this man is in handcuffs". She stated that as 
she glanced up, the man, who appeared to be in handcuffs end In 
the custody of the other two men, grinned at her with what she 
described as an "Insane grin". 




Mrs. ABO advised that after obtaining the ice, she 
went back to the Embassy Ballroom where a man took the ice 
from her and took it into the kitchen area. She stated that 
her husband finally came back to the Embassy Ballroom at 
approximately 12:4o a.m, after having administered aid to the 
Senator. She stated that he had blood on hie hands end that 
they walked through several parts of the hotel looking for & 
place where he could wash his hands end clean up. She stated 
that after he did this, they went to their car in the perking 
lot where they had to wait for approximately one hour before 
they were able to leave the lot and proceed to their home. 



Mrs. ABO, at this point, stated that she did not feel 
that the incident with the man in the handcuffs had anything to 
do with the assassination of Senator KEIfNEDT but she mentioned 
it only as it was one of the strange things that happened to 
her on that evening. 
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STANLEY ABO advised that he rceldee at 
Lob Angeles, California, and that be ijT eo^loyed 
as a radiologist in the X-^Ray Department of the Midway Hospital 
On San Vicente and Olympic Boulevard in Vest Lob Angelee. Be 
stated that on the evening of June 4, 1968, he and hie wife, 
JTJDXIH, were both at the Anbaseador Hotel in Los Angeles as 
campaigners and celebrants of the KENNEDY victory in the 
California primary- Dr. ABO advised that they arrived at the 
Ambassador Hotel at approximately 8;30 p.m. enl remained there 
the rest of the evening* 



He said that at approximately midnight of June 4, 
1968/ he and his wife were in the Embassy ^llroom where 
Senator KENNEDY was Just finishing his victory remarks to 
those campaigners present in the Embassy Room. He further 
advised that the Senator finished his remarks and left the 
stage of the Embassy Room through a door at the rear of the 
stage. He, ABO, and his wife had just begun to move towards 
the door of the Imbassy Room when he heard several "popping" 
noises, which he described as sounding like “balloons breaking 
or light bulbs bursting." He advised that for some reason, 
as he heard these noises, he mentally counted them and It seemed 
to him that there had been seven reports. Dr. ABO said that 
shortly after hearing these noises there was a commotion at 
the door leading from the Embassy Room into the hallway, which ’ 
enters the kitchen area, and someone was heard to shout that 
there had been some shooting and that Senator KHINEDY had been 
shot. 



Ke stated that people began to shout for a doct<v 
and he went up to the doors leading out of the Embassy Rooto, 
Into the hallway, and informed several people there that he 
was a doctor. He stated that a large unidentified Negro man 
literally pushed him through the crowd into the pantry, or 
kitchen area, where the wounded were located. He stated that 
as he entered the pantry the first individual he noticed was 
the man he believed to be Hr. SCHRADE, and he stated that he 
briefly examined him and discovered a wound on hie scalp but 
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determined the man was breathing normally and appeared to 
be In no immediate danger. Dr. ABO aald thatjBt this time* 
several pe<^le asked him to please attend to Senator lOOWEDY 
Inasmuch as he appeared to be Injured <]uite seriously . Dr . 

ABO stated that he went to the spot where Senator KENNEDY 
was lying on the floor and aa he first observed him he eaw 
that his right eye was qpen and staring, causing the doctor 
to believe that some damage had been done to the brain area 
wh^ch controlled that eye. He stated tliat the Senator's left 
eye was closed and that hla breathing appeared to be very 
shallow. He advised that he reached for the Senator's mouth 
with the idea of giving him some artificial aid In the breathing* 
When he touched the Senator's face hla left eye opened 
and he looked at the doctor with a look that the doctor 
interpreted as being one of "wondering who I was," The doctor 
stated that when he sav; the Senator's eye open^^nd what seemed 
to him to be a conprehendlng look, he spoke to him and told 
him that Mr. SCHRAD2 appeared to be all right. Dr. ABO stated 
that Senator KENNEDY appeared to understand this statement and 
once again closed his left eye. 

Dr. ABO stated that he explored briefly the wound 
in the Senator's head behind his ear and several times probed 
the wound slightly In an atten 5 »t to prevent a build up of 
"cranial pressure". He stated that he did no other active 
treatment of the Senator but, that during the time he was there, 
his main goal was to determine the Senator's state of conscious- 
ness and to keep other pe^le from attempting to touch the 
Senator, or administer any kind of aid to him. 

Dr. ABO further advised that^a very few mments after 
he had made this Initial brief examination. Senator KENNEDY'S 
wife, ETHEL, walked up to him and gave him a bag of Ice which 
he applied to the Senator's head. He stated that at this tine 
the Senator once again opened hie eye and seeing his wife, he 
said "Oh, EOHEL" and reached up slightly and grasped her hand 
and held it. , * 
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l>r. ABO stated' that In approximately I5 or 20 minutes 
after he first arrived In the kitchen area, the ambulance 
attendants arrived with a etretcher and began to move the 
Senator onto the stretcher. He stated that as they did this, 
the Senator cnice again opened his left eye and moaned loudly^ 
saying "No, no, oh no". 

* Dr. ABO advised that when the Senator had been 

removed from the area, he briefly examined another youns 
who had been shot in the thigh and, when he determined him to 
be in fairly good condition, he went back to >lr. SCHRABE and ' 
remained with hira for several minutes. 

He stated that at approximately 12:45 a.m.« he finally 
went back into the Rnbassy Room to look for his wife end he 
saw another woman with a bloody forehead who was stretched out 
on several of the cl^lrs.She .las being attended to by someone 
whom he presumed to be a doctor. He stated that at this point 
he was very emotionally shaken and upset and he did not make 
any attempt to aid in the care of this woman. He added that 
he then found his wife and they went to an area where he could 
wash his hands , inasmuch as they iirere stained with blood* 

Alter he had thus cleaned up a little bit, they went to 

their car in the parking lot of the hotel. He added that It 

was approximately 45 minutes later before they were able to 
leave the parking lot and proceed to their h:»ie. 

Dr. ABO stated that it was his opinion that>during 
the entire time that he was* with Senator the Senator 

was conscious and at Icaet partly comprehending what was said 

to him and what was happening. He stated that the Senator's 
condition was not what he would describe as good but that hia 
condition did not deteriorate during the time that the doctor 
was with him.

Later on June 4, 1968, at about midnight, CARRIUX) 
observed this sane Individual standing In front of the 
large ice maker machines in the Embassy Room Service Pantry 
across trcm a row of chrome-topped steam tables.

arm that he held earlier; and he vas standing alone. 

About five minutes later# that iSj shortly after 
midnight, CARRILLO moved from his original position (entrance 
way from Embassy Room Service Pantry Into the kitchen 
employees’ dining room) across the pantry to the opposite 
end of the ice makers from where the above^described person 
stood, CARRILLO estimated he was approximately twenty feet 
from this person but, from this point, he did not further 
observe him. 



Several minutes later. Senator ROBERT F, XSRREBf 
and others passed by CARRILLO as he stood ad;)acent to the 
ice makers. CARRILLO had hla back turned from KENNEDY 
when he heard one gunshot; then a pause of about one 
second; then another gunshot. After a pause of about two 
seconds, he heard a barrage of about three rapid gunshots. 

CARRILLO stated, after hearing the initial shot, 
he ducked for cover along the wall situated adjacent to 
the ice makers. CARRILLO was unable to observe ansrthing 
when he looked up due to the large number of people who 
had run into the pantry. About two minutes later, CARRILLO 
made hla way through the crowd and into the kitchen employees’ 
dining room, and stayed there until about 1:30 AM when he 
was told to leave by Mr. CRALDICK, Assistant Hotel Manager 

CARRILLO observed the photograph of SIRHAN B. ' 
SIRHAN and advised this was the same individual whom he 
described earlier in this interview and whom he aaw on the 
two above -described occasions on June A and 5* 1968. 

CARRILLO stated that prior to 10:00 PM on 
June A, 1966, he had never seen SIRHAN 6, SIRHAN. Further^ 
that nothing came to his attention to indicate Senator 
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ROBERT F* KENREDY would be shot. CARRILLO advised at no 
time did he observe SIHHAK engage in conversation with 
any other person, and SIRHAN was alone on the above-described 
occasions.

JENNINGS stated that on the evening KENNEDY was shot, 
she was assigned to work from twelve midnight to eight 
o'clock In the morning. She further stated that on that 
evening she had cone in approximately two hours before her 
shift was to begin. She advised that she had done so In hopes 
of seeing KENNEDY. She stated that she had been hanging 
around the area of the Embassy Ballroom, and the adjoin ing 
kitchen where the Senator was shot. Shortly prior to the 
shooting, JENNINGS advised she had noticed some cocktail 
glasses on the floor near the women's restroom. Just outside 
the kitchen. She picked up the glasses and brought them 
Into the kitchen and placed them on a serving counter across 
from the ice laachlnp. She then advised that she proceeded to 
the powder room downstairs to see if it was clean. Vhlle 
enroute to the powder room, she stated that she heard 
cheering coming from the vicinity of the Embassy Ballroom 
upstairs. Surmising that KENNEDY had won the election, she 
ran back upstairs to the kitchen to see KEjmEDY. 

JENNINGS stated that she returned upstairs to the 
kitchen and stood by the ice machine. She advised that she 
only noticed one other person In the room at that time. This 
person, she stated, was a dishwasher. Shortly after she had 
arrived in the kitchen, she saw the Senator coming Into the 
kitchen from the Ballrooio. She stated that he was accompanied 
by CARL (Last Name Unknown), the Maitre d*, and two other 
unidentified white males In business suits. She stated that 
the Senator was followed by a number of persons, none »of whom 
she recognized. 
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Vhen KEKKEDY passed her, JENKING5 advised, he eiBlled 
at her and "gave her a little squeeze*'. JENNINGS advised 
that she had had occasion to see KENNEDY several tioes 
during his stay at the hotel and that he had always smiled 
at her whenever they happened to run into one another.

JENNINGS advised that KENNEDY then walked on past 
he? and began shaking hands with the unidentified dishwasher.

Upon 
hearing the two loud reports, she turned and looked at 
KENNEDY and saw him falling back toward her.

At about 10:00 p.m. on June 4, 1968, he vent with 
CHEHYL NOORE to the Ambaesador, 3^00 NilBhire Boulevard, 

Los Angeles, California, vhere he was to meet Dr ROSS MILXXR. 
At approximately 10:30 p'.m. he net Dr MXLliER at the entrance 
to the Cocoanut Grove and together they vent to the room 
which had been set up as a press room> They watched 
Senator ROBERT F, KENNEDY'S victory speech on television. 



After the speech they vere to get together vith 
some of the members of the KEI^DY party, who had worked with 
him In the Con^ton area, and go out for something to eat. As 
they vere standing outside the door to the press room, a girl 
came by saying that someone had been shot. At this point 
Dr. MILLER left to sec if he could render aid to the injured 
party . He and Hiss MOORE remained in the area of the press 
room and did not realise that the injured party was Senator 
KENNEDY Until someone in an effort to ^ulet the crowd said, 
"You can't help the Senator by screaming". 

He and Miss MOORE stayed at the Ambassador Hotel 
until about 3i30 a.m., when they went to the Central Receiving 
Hospital to see if they could find Dr. MILLER or any of the 
people that vere to meet them for dinner Vhen they could 
find no one at Central Receiving Hospital, they returned to 
their homes. 

AHRNDT advised that he recalls seeing nothing 
irregular at the Ambassador Hotel prior to the shooting. He 
observed a photograph of SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN and advised he 
does not recall seeing this man at the Ambassador Hotel. 
However, he stated that sometime between May 12 and l 8 , I 908 , 
while at KENNEDY Headquarters in Downtown Los Angeles, he Is 
quite certain he saw SIRHAN. Be explained that a meeting had 
been called of the area chairmen working on the KENNEDY for 
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President Committee so that areas for distributing literature 
could be assigned. He itas assigned one of the areas and la 
quite certain xhlle picking up literature ha observed SIRHAB. 
At that time he was accompanied by VICTORIA KELSON. He is 
not certain if she saw SIRHAN. AHRNDT stated that LES GUTHMAH, 
Los Angeles Area Chairman, Students for KENNEDY, was In charge 
of the meeting eb KENNEDY Headquarters end may have additional 
information concerning vho \<as at the meeting.

other eupportera. He said during the early evening he waa 
In the Bialn ballroom of the hotel with KENNEDY. supporters 
and he noted nothing unusual and he had no reason to be 
surplclous of any person In the ballroc»n« Ke was unable to 
Identify photograph of ADEL, SHARIF, MARY, SAIDALLAH, MUKIR 
or SIRKAN B, SIHHAN as being a person he saw at any time In 
tho hotel that evening. He was unable to furnish any information 
eoneernlt% BZRHAN B, .SIRHAK. He could not fumlah any Infornatlor 
which might. In any manner, have a C'>nnectlon with the 
asaafv&inatlon. 

He said he was with Senator KENNEDY In hla room 
Ehcrtly befoi^ the Senator left to appear on television In 
the main baltrcL~m and as the Senator was leaving, JOHN GLENN 
auggested he (BRADEN) and TED WHITE, remain in the rowa and 
w^tch the Senator's appearance on television* BRADEN said 
he and WHITE agreed with GLENN' s suggestion, whereupon.

DRAYNE stated about an hour before Senator KENNEDY 
tDade his victory speech^ PIERRE SALINGER had stated that 
it vas ell arranged for Senator KEKN’EDY to go to the Colonial 
Room after the victory speech to talk to the vrlting press. 

DRAYNE stated that he had earlier walked through the 
passageway through which Senator KENNEDY was shot* however, 
he noted nothing that caught his eye and he believed that 
the suspected assassin SIRHAN SIRHAN had probably been hidden 
in the passageway. 

DRAYNE stated that he was in the Colonial Room with 
the press when he heard shots, and by the time he entered 
the passageway. Senator KENNEDY was on the floor. 

DRAYNE said he did not recall ever seeing SIRHAN

She was a volxxnteer for Senator ROBEHT P. KENNEEY 
and at approximately 6:15 on June 1968^ she and BILL 
COX eent to the Ambassador Hotel to await the results of the 
California primary. Upon arriving at the hotel, both she 
and COX went directly to the Embassy Room where they remained 
until about 10:30, or 11:00 pm, when she went to the Ballroom 
to get a drink.

After getting the drink In the Ballroom, the guard 
at the door to the Embassy Room would not allow her to re> 
enter the room. She then went to the press Room, where the 
guard allowed her to enter the kitchen, and by passing 
through the kitchen, she returned to the Embassy Room. At 
the time of passing through the kitchen, she noticed no 
one, but in an area adjacent to the kitchen, she found a small 
room full of men she had not seen before and whom she 
assumed were members of the press. 



She was in the Embassy Room during Senator 
KENNEDY'S victory speech standing near the back of the crowd. 
After Senator KENNEDY had finished his speech, ERWIN STROtL, 
who was standing near the kitchen door, beckoned to her to 
follow him out of the kitchen. At this point. Senator 
KENNEDY had left the podium and was passing tiirough the 
kitchen. Ihe reason STROLL had attempted to have her follow 
him was because he, STROLL, had a gift which he was going to 
present to Senator KENNEDY, and she was supposed to be 
present when the gift was received.

As she was attempting to get to this door, STROLL 
went throu^ the door and disappeax^d Into the crowd. Just a 
few moments after he disappeared she heard several bangs 
which sounded like breaking balloons.

FERGUSON observed a photograph of SIRHAN BI5HARA

On Monday, June S, 1963, Kr. GALLIVAK was 
in San Prancisco, California, with the KENNEDY staff 
and there joined the Kennedy party at the San Francisco 
Kunicipal Airport about 2; 00 PM at the Aacrican Airlines 
Maintenance Base. He advised that following the period 
when the staff assembled the Kennedy plane left the San 
Francisco Airport ajjd travelled to Long Beach Airport 
or to the Los Angeles Interiiational Airport, the exact 
place not recalled. He advised that he had spent tine 
in and about Los Angeles travelling In motorcades with 
the Presidential Candidate until approximately 7:30 
or 3:00 PM on June 3, 1960, following which time the 
group had returned to the Kennedy plane at the airport* 

According to CALLIVAH he and JE^ BRUHO, 
the Senator’s personal Advance Kan, or Chief Advance 
Han, left the par^ and went to the Ambassador Hotel, 
stakingione brief atop at the Kennedy Headquarters en " 
route, along Kilshirc Boulevard in Ics Angeles. He 
advised that he and BRUHO registered at the Ambassador 
and had dinner at the Hotel. BRUlp then vent to his room 
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for the night and GALLIVAH vrent to the bar where he visited 
with friends until approx jjAetely i:30 AM, Tueoday* dune H, 
196C* lie then returned to hie hotel room. 




GALLIVAM advised that he and others of the 
Kennedy staff had relaxed around the hotel during laost 
of the day on June ** , 1968 » until approximately 7t80 PM» 

Ho advised that ot this time he met PKTE SMITH, wlio was 
Senator KEHlJEDf's Advance Kan for the day. fie advised 
that he and SMITH went to the 5th floor suite at the 
Ambassador Hotel whore the KEI^NEDYs and their friends 
* weirc having a party. He advised that nembere of the 
press and family and close personal aesoeietes were 
there and they sociallr.cd and watched tho television 
proceodings and television returns concerning the 
election of thet day. Mr. GALLIVAfl advised that at 
about 11:15 or 11: So PH it appeared that the time had 
arrived for Senator KEblHEUY’s appearance in the Ambassador 
Hotel ballroom. He stated that the group assembled in 
the rooBi^ left the room, with the Senator and went to 
the 5th floor elevator, fie advised that he y*ad been vrith 
ar» individual Jenovm only to him as ^UNO’’ last neate unkuown. 
He stated that UMO was a hotel employee whom ho had 
engaged to sho*4 hiun around the hotel and assist him 
in directing the Senator from various places within 
the building, , 

GALLIVAH advised that he had arranged for the 
elevator to be held on the Sth floor for Senator 
KEi'INEDY and party and wjicn the group arrived they 
got in the elevator. Ho stated tliat Senator KEKUEDY 
ir.c.uired as to whether or not this elevator would go 
into the lobby and on learning that it was the lobl^ 
elevator the Senator stated comething to tho effect 
that **I don’t want to go through the lobby. I would 
rather go through the bach way.” Kr. 6A11JVAJI advised 
that he vee certain there was no thought at that time 
concerning KD’.HEDY's safety , but. that KEKHEDY had bean 
fighting large crov^dS; v.»as tired j and did not wish to 
expose himself to another large crowd before his talk. 
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Mr. 6ALLIVAM advised that when Senator 2CBNNESV 
desired to go a different route UNO directed the group 
to a nearby elevator which was a service elevator aiid 
the group entered the elevator and went down to the > 
ballroom level. 6ALLIVAN advised that as they left 
the elevator he, GALLIVM, followed UKO and the parV* 
including Senator KENNEDY, followed him. He stated 
they went out of the elevator and into a hotel work 
aiHsa en route to the ballroom. He stated be was not 
watching Senator KENMEDY, but was going ahead of the 
party eind clearing people out of the way. Mr. 6ALLIVAIJ 
advised that he and Senator KEKHEDY’s party entered 
the ballroom from a door near the side of the platforro. 
GAbLIV/Jj stated that he had stepped aside and allowed 
Senator KEHHEDY, his vrife, and other dignitaries to 
take the platform. He stated he then entered the plat- 
form himself, made sorne arrangements with the news media 
to obtain photejraphs of ETHEL KEHEDY, and then left 
the platform as it was very crot^ded. 

CALLIVAJj advised that as the Senator cade 
his statement, he, GALLIVAH, had left the area with 
UNO as in^O was to show him the press room where Senator 
KEIHIECY would be taken for on interview following his 
appearance on the platform. He advised they located 
the press room and then returned to the speaker’s * 
platform where Senator KENME0Y was still making his 
remarks. Mr. GALLIVAN stated that he looked the 
situation over trying to decide whether to take the 
Senator off the backside of the platfona or off the 
side of the platform from which they had entered, tie 
stated that he, GALLIVAM, made the decision to return 
from the same side as they had come In. He pointed 
out that either the back way or the side way would have 
entered a common urea behind the platform and this 
would have had no effect on movement, but it was only 
a more convenient route for the Senator’s party. GALLIVAti 
advised that when Senator KEKhEtiY completed his speech 
the party made the exit from the side and that he, 
GALIJVAI!, does not know in which order theyllA 
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th&' platform as tie' was ahead of the party and clearing 
the way. He advised that he had been accoavpanled ^ 

UNO.' He stated he led the party throuijh a los£» narrow 
rooift, which appeared to be a staging area for the 
kitchen. He advised this roost contained numerous vending 
machines and other types of kitchen cqu^stent. He advised 
there were people standing around this space* but he 
docs not recall w^io they were and could only recall them 
as possibly belitg hotel employees, .lie stated he was 
about 20-25 fact ahead of the KCKMEDY party and there * . 
were perhaps a dozen people between Mrn and the Senator, 
He stated that there was a large crov?d ©round end follow- 
ing the Senator ac he entered this pfieeageway. SALLIVAlf 
stated tliat there was no question in his mind as to 
the safety of Senator XEKHEDY and Instead of a spirit 
of tight security there was a spirit of relaxation 
and celebration due to the XKMHEDY victozy. 




G/lLhIVAI^ adviced that as he walked ahead 
he heard several shots behind him. ‘ He stated he turned 
around end caw so»c Liovciscnt and commotion in the crowd 
but dould not discern what was going on. Re stated he 
savj BILL BAKBY* KEJil.'EI>Y ' s security jbsd, lunge for some- 
thing, He stated he noticed CAVJlY because he is a 
large man end could be seen above the crowd. He stated 
he* GALLIVAN* ran towards the Senator and saw him 
lying face up on the floor. He stated there were 
people bending over him* but the identity of these * 
people he could not recall . He stated he did recall 
the Senator*© wife was at the Senator's side. 



GAbLIVAh’ advised he turned toward BAXKY, 
who v/as to his riglit, and noticed he was strugglttig 
with a Latin-looklr.g young man of a snail build. 

He advised that BAHRY had tlie man pushed and pinned 
against the counter. 6ALLIVA2I said he Velldd to 
B/iRKY to "take care of tl)c Senator, I can handle 
him.*' At this time CARRY released the man and ran 
toward the Senator and I'.c, GAl.LIV/pJ, attempted to 
take the man and hold him. He stated at this time 
there was a continuous struggle to restrain the nan 
and be recalls GEORGE PLinPYOH, a friend of the . ■ 
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Senator » joining in the struggle. He stated that as 
he grabbed the man he saw a small revolver laying 
on the counter* ■ next to the man* and the man reached 
for and grabbed it in his hand about the same time 
that he, GALLIVA>I»^ sav the gun. He stated that as he 
grabbed for the gun he cut the palm of his hand on 
the hammer of the revolver, but was successful in 
Xeeping the gun ixamotD-ized until someone else moved 
in and helped control the situation. CALUVAN said 
* that he tried to take away the gun, but was unable 
to do so- but merely concentrated on keeping the man 
, Immobilized until such time the police could arrive. 

He advised that he b:- 50 felt an obligation to protect 
the unknown individual who was being beat on and choked^:I 
by cBiers in the crowd, the names of vihom he was unable 
to provide. Ho advised that ROOS^VrLT GRIER* a friend 
of the Senator euid also a security man* came up to the 
place vflicrc he vias holding tlie individual, at which time 
he heard someone cay, **hct ROSEY take the gun," which 
he did. He stated that CRIER took control of the man 
end he pulled avjsy from the action and went back to 
where Senator KEKHEDY was laying on the floor. He 
stated that Krs. KEKIJEDY was there among dtliers and 
at this tine he arid BILL BARRY made a futile attempt 
to clear the area of people. 



He stated he was about to get the people ' 
away fron the Senator and at this time the situation 
stayed almost in a state of no change until such time 
as the ambulance arid police arrived. He advised that 
they then took control .G\LLIVATJ advised that he had 
never seen the suspect before In his travels throughout 
the United States or in his activities around the hotel 
on the day of the assassination* or the previous day# 

He further advised that from his observations the 
suspect appeared to he alone and not in the company 
of any other individuals. He adv&ed that he had not 
noted any suspicious activities during the activities 
in Los Angeles and that at no time had there been a %'S 
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concern for the Senator's li£e> although in the hack 
of his mind he rcalir.ed this type of thine could always - 
happen, lie advised there v/ac jrver any radical ehaneee 
i}) the plans or route except in the one instance 
described above where Senator KEHUEDVf decided to take, 
the service elevator ratJicr than the public elevator 
f«Mit the Sth floor. 
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Be further advised that he is positive that 
he wovild not x-ccognize the suspect again from his own . 
personal recollection. He stated he' did not observe 
the suspect shoot and never sav; the gun in the hand 
_,of the suspect until ho saw hia reach for it etnd 
secure it froin the count ei' folloviing the shooting of 
Senator KEKNECX . 

Bp advis.ed he had no further recollection 
of the activities that might he of assistance in 
this investigation. 
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: Cplonel JOHIi H. GL£NK> Hood 1001, Sheraton Bostcm 
Hotel, eavieed that he v^as an aide la the campaign of Senator 
ROBERT KEI4KEDY in the California primary election. He stated 
that he naa in an upstairs suite at the Ambasaador Hotel in 
Los Angieles, California, when Senator KENNEDY was shot in the 
early morning of June 5* 1968. . Colonel CLEITN stated he did . 
not see the captured gunman on that occasion nor did he recognise 
SIRHAl^ B. SIRHAN from photographs as an individual he had ever 
seen previously on any occasion.

Colonel GLEHK stated that the only significant change 
he could recall In connection with Senator KEIiNEDY's plans 
was on June 1968. The original plans were that he would 
spefid the night of June 3-4, I968, at the Ambassador Hotel. 
However, after a complete day of campaigning on June 3 > 1968, 
which ended in San Diego, California, KENNEDY returned to the 
Ambassador Hotel late that evening and departed soon after- 
wards for the Malibu Beach residence of movie director JOHN ■ 
FRARKiamEIlffiR. KEimEDY and several of his party spent the 
following day at Malibu Beach and returned to the Ambassador 
Hotel around BtOO p.m., June 4, 1968. 

Colonel OLEIIK could recall no other significant 
changes in regard to Senator KENNEDY’S itinerary.

DUTHHAN advised during recent nontha he worked as 
Coordinator for the Southern California Students for KENNEDY 
Campaign. He stated he waa hired through the KENNEDY Campaign 
Headquarters and attended several meetings during April and 
May 1963. During this time he also attended eeveral mee tinge 
at, the KENNEDY Campaign Headquarters, 5615 Vlllshlre Boulevard, 
Los Angeles between May 12.- 13, 1963. OUTOMAN observed s 
photograph of SIRKAN BISHARA SIHKAN and stated at no time did he 
see snyone at any of the meetings that resembled SIRHAN BISHARA 
SIRHAN. 

GUTHMAN advised that during the campaign meetings he 
became acquainted with JOHN AHRNDT, student at Compton Junior 
College, however, he has not seen or heard from AHRNDT since 
about June 1, 1963. 



GUTHMAN stated that if any strangers would have attended 
any of the campaign meetings, these individuals would have 
c^e to hla attention for the meetings consisted of approximately 
20 to 25 campaign workers from the local Los Angeles colleges 
and universities. 

GUIHMAN advised he was present at the Ambassador Hotel, 
3^100 Wilshlre Boulevard, Los Angeles, California, during the 
evening hours of June end early morning hours of June 5# 1963. 
He recalled that he was standing outside the front entrance of 
the hotel when he first learned of the shooting of Senator 
ROBERT P. KENNEDY. 
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He eteted thet daring the time he was at the hotel oor | 

at any other time nothing came to hla attentlMi to Indicate 
Senator KENNEDY would he shot. Alao« he obeerved no one at the 
hotel. who resembled SIRHAN on June U, 1963, or at any other 
time.’

She related that she has no firsthand knowledge of the 
shooting, and to the best of her recollection, she has never 
observed SJPvHAH SllUbW In the past. 

IHSLET related that Senator KEKKEDY was scheduled to 
attend a victory party with his volunteer workers after his 
speech; however, he decided to meet with members of the press 
before attending this party.

i Dr. MARCUS S. MC BROOM, Ph. D., was contacted at his - 
office, To6 East Manchester, Los Angeles concerning the assassinat 
of Senator ROBERT F. KENIfEDY. He advised that he was a KENNEDY i 
supporter and menber of Senator KENNEDY'S Local Speaker's Bureau 
and he was present at the Ambassador Hotel on the night KENNEDY 
was shot. He provided the following observations which occurred 
at the' Ambassador Hotel on the night of June 4, I968. 

Be arrived at the Ambassador about 10^30 ^ on 
June 4, 1968. The guards at the door of the Embassy Room at the 
Ambassador would not let him enter the room. He was told 
that because of fire regulations they were unable to allow 
anyone else to enter the room. He then went through the kitchen 
in oVder to enter the Embassy Room. While he was going through 
the kitchen he stated that he observed SIRIIAN sitting on a table 
In the kitchen. He stated he thought it was odd that SIRHAH was 
in the kitchen because he was not dressed as a kitchen employee 
and he was dressed in ‘'dirty" clothing. He did not speak to 
SIRHAN but remembered seeing him in passing through the kitchen 
about 10:30 PM, June 4, i960. 

MC BROOM stated he had been an active worker for the 
KENNEDY campaign in the Los Angeles area. He was with the 
KENNEDY party on the Senator's visit to Watts and at the Greek' 
Theater and acted as a security man at the Greek Theater. 

After he arrived In the Embassy Room he saw Mrs. 

JEAN SMITH who invited him to Join the private after-victory 
party, which was for the campaign workers. About mid-night. 

Senator KENNHY ceme Into the Embassy Room to make a short ‘ 
speech. It was his understanding that the Senator would leave 
through the crowd. Someone told him that Mrs. KENNEDY was 
feeling faint, so KENNEDY decided to leave through the back . 
entrance and through the kitchen. 

He Joined the KHWEDY group and was following them 
through the "pantry door" which led to the kitchen. Just before 
he went through the door, he saw many balbohs floating In the air. 
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Just as he entered the daor« be beard what he assumed later 
to be the first of several gun shots fired. At firsts he 
thought the noise he heard was caused by the exploding of the 
balloons. When he realized that the noises be beard were gun 
shotSj he recalled bearing six (6) shots. He did not see any 
person firing the shots. Ibe last thing he remembered of 
seeing Senator KENNEDY was bis apparent efforts to protect 
himself by throwing up bis hands. His next recollection was 
of BOOSEVELT GRIER and others trying to talce a gun away from 
SIRHAN. 




An unidentified woman shouted to him to "get a 
doctor^ the Senator has been shot." At this point, MC BROOM 
ran from the kitchen into the Z^bassy Room searching for a 
doctor. While running In the Embassy Room, he stated he 
remembered seeing a Caucasian female about twenty-five, 

126 pounds, moving toward the exit. This woman was wearing a 
white dress with black polka dots and definitely had dark hair. 

He did not say anything to this woman, nor did he hear her say 
anything. Re stated the only unusual thing be noticed about 
this woman was the fact that she appeared much calmer than 
anyone else in the room, and appeared to be trying to leave 
the room as soon as possible. 

While In the Embassy Room, searching for a doctor, a 
man hurried past him in a furtive manner. He eoi'ld not describe 
this man, but believed he was Caucasian and carried a notebook. 

As he left the Embassy room into the hall, he saw Hr. SAMUEL 
A. STRAIN, who is an Insurance broker with an office on Crenshaw 
Boulevard. STRAIN said to him, "My God — he run right through our 
fingers." MC BROOK stated that the man to whom STRAIN weie 
referring was the same man who ran past him mentioned above* 

MC BROOM said his is^resslon at the time that this man ran 
past him was that be was a newspaper reporter. He did not 
give this man any additional thought, since he was sure that 
the assassin was being subdued in the kitchen. 

< 

Just outside the Embassy Room entrance, he found 
Doctor FRED PARROTT, who is a Medical Doctor, and Doctor ROSS , . 
MlLLE3t, whom he said is a surgeon. Be attempted to lead them back 
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to the kitchen where Senator KSM'EM had been shot. At this 
tioe security was extremely tight, and the guards at the Sbibassy 
Boom entrance would not let them Into the room. After proper 
identification. Indicating that the three were doctors, the 
guards let them into the Embassy Room. The three of them then 
rushed back to the kitchen. 

When they reached the kitchen, the ambulance was 
already there taking care of Senator KENNEDY, The first thing 
he saw was Mrs. EVANS lying against the wall with blood coming 
from her head. He advised that he is not a medical doctor, 
but a clinical psychologist, therefore, be did not administer 
first Bid to Mrs. EVANS or anyone else. He did what he 
could to help Doctor MItXEB in administering emergency 
treatment to the other victims of the assassin^s bullets. 

As additional ambulances arrived the various victims were 
taken from the kitchen. 

Shortly after he arrived back in the kitchen with 
the doctors, the police had SIRHAN In their physical custody. 

As they were taking him out of the kitchen into the main 
hall, he heard SIHHAN say, "Z did it, but I can explain. Z 
did it for my country.*' 

After all the victims had been taken away in 
ambulances, there was still mass confusion in the kitchen and 
the Embassy Room. He stated ABC and CBS reporters wanted him 
to make a statement which he did. At this point, he advised 
that he became extremely exhausted and wanted to go home. He 
went into the Embassy Room and discovered that the police 
would not let anyone leave. Re went back to the kitchen and 
had one of the kitchen employees lead him out the back way. 

He went to his car and went home. 

In reflection, he remembered that every person he 
thought to be an employee in the kitchen was dressed In white, 
tniis is another reason he thou^t it strange to see SIRHAN in 
the kitchen area earlier in the evening. 

He estimated that the lapse of time from the shooting f 
until he left the hotel to go home was about thirty ( 30 ) mlnutsiif. 
Be arrived home between 1:30 and 2:00 AM. 
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MC BROOM state^thathe resides atlHBHHI

He advised that he had been interviewed b i

On the night of June 4-5, I968, prior to Senator 
KEiniEI'Y's speech, he v;as in Senator ItEJIlSEDY’s suite at 
the Aiahassador Hotel in Ics Angeles, Calif rnmia. 

He left the suite with senator KESHEOT’s 
party and went down a 'bacK elevator, by the kitchen 
and on to the podium in the ballroom where Senator 
KENNEDY made his speech. During the speech, PLUiPTON 
was on the stage and stood to the rear and to the left 
of Senator KHINEDY, 

PLB-IPTON v/as not part of the planning as to 
the route to take to or from the ballroom end Just 
"tagged along" therefore he did not know if the 
plan, if there was one, of departure was changed. 

When Senator KSITKEDY finished his speech, 
he turned to the rear of the stage and slarted that 
way in the general direction of PLIMPTON. PLIurTON, 
anticipating that Senator KEINJEDY was going out the back 
of the stage, preceded Senator KENIfEDY and went Co 
the right after leaving the stage. PLBSPTON was 
walking along about 12 feet in front of Senator KHJKEDY 
and would look back to see that he (PLII'IFTON) was going 
in \he correct direction. 

Evidently as he was walking along he walked 
by SIHHAI?

P1.I-MPXON was on the Stage to the rear end left of 
Senator KENNEDY. 

She ves standing in front of the stage curtain 
and near some stairs that went down. Siie vras standing 
with RAFER J0KTI30H v.**o v:as possibly standing on the 
stairs. Because she is short, she could not see much 
but noticed nothing undue. 

VG^en Senator KErlirEDY finished his' speech, ' . 
she follovred lir. JOKIlSOrr dov,*n the stairs end thought 
that Senator KEITNEDY followed behind them. She later 
learned that Senator KSiVNEDY did not come dov.*n these 
stairs. 

She v;as then In a corridor and thinks she 
waited vilth Mr. JOHIvSON for Senator KE!vHEDY to ”catch up”. 
She then continued walking assuming that Mr. JOHNSON 
was near her. 
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As she was valKing along she was about four 
or five feet In front, of Senator KEHNEDY about three 
feet to his right. 

As she was walking along she vao looking back 
at Senator KEmmSI?! an;?, saw hlxa turn to his left to 
sh|tke hands with a wale kitchen emnloywe. 

At this KoaAant^ Senator KJrZniEEY gave a slight 
;)iUQp and Ms hands went up to the side of his face 
in a j&otlon as if to push sonethlng away. She then saw an 
ara go up towards Senator KSHTEDY’s head, but diu not 
see a gun, heard shots and It wrb obvious to her that Senator 
had been shot. 

All Of this happened very quickly and some 
of It almost sinultEuieously . 

She saw SIFJIAK SIRHATI very cle*»rly. She 
caw his arm up tovraro Senator KEUlJEDY^s head but did 
not see the gun. She saw SIBHAN SIRHAli's arm working 
and hie eyes were narrow, the lines on his face were 
heavy and set and he was completely concentrated on what 
he was doing. 

In view of the fact that Mrs. PLE4PT0N considers 
hdrsfclf short and that she could see SIRHAK SIPHAN very 
clearly she is of the opinion that he vras raised In some 
way. That is, he mey have been sitting on a table 
or* the crowd which was very thick, may have pushed 
h?m on to or against a table. This would have been 
before the shooting. 

Mrs. PLD-5PT0N is of the opinion that Senator 
KeUKEDY, in turning to his left to shake hands, put 
himself in close range of SIRHAK SIRHAN and that when 
Senator KEMNEDY gave a slight ^ump, he was being shot 
in the arts.

Mrs. FUl-lPTOH went out a door by the press roc® 
for a doctor.

When she got out the door, she saw a girl 
standing there and told this girl to get a doctor.

Re was a salaried speech writer for the late Senator 
ROBERT F. KEMREDY and had been so employed for about one month 
prior to the Senator's death. 



On Vedneeday, Hay 29* 1968, he came to Los Angeles 
from Portland, Oregon, and on that evening was in the Colonial 
Room of the Ambassador Hotel, Los Angeles, where he had a drink 
at th^ free bar with JAMES MC MARUS of Moorsvllle, Indiana. Be 
could not recall the details of any specific instance where 
someone had asked the Senator's schedule because he said he must 
have been asked one hundred or more times where the Senator 
would be from time to time. Be could not recall what the 
individual looked like, but had a faint recollection of MC HAHUS 
telling someone to go to the campaign headquarters for some 
information. He said HC MARU5 must have a much better memory 
than he has because he recalls no details of the Incident and 
the description of the individual as furnished by MC MAHUS 
meant nothing to him. 

He was shown a photograph of SXRHAR B. SIRHAR and 
stated he could not recall having ever seen him In person. 

He said he spent considerable time during the day 
and in the evenings working in the Rorth Room of the Ambassador 
Hotel and had spent very little tis^ at the campaign headquarters 
on Wilshire Boulevard. 

He stated that on the night of June 4 and the early 
morning of June 3t 1966, he and his wife, VIVIAR, were working 
at the anchor desk to the left of the stage in the Embaasy Room 
and heard Senator KERREDY address the group in the Embassy Room. 
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Senator KENNEDY then left the Embassy Bood via the Kitchen area 
to go to the Colonial Boom tfhen Mr. BXHGEH heard a "popplAg 
nolee” vhlch he aald he thou^t was the buretlng of balloona. 

Be ttomentarily heard that the noise a were gunshots and that 
Senator KENNEDY had been" shot. Be aald he did not go to the 
area where the Senator wae shotj but watched the conifiotlon on 
the teXevlBlon monitors. He said he did not aee who shot the 
Senator nor did he see the Senator after being shot. He did 
not recall having seen a woman in a polka dot dress in the area 
of the shooting. 

fie said he had heard the plans were for Senator 
KENNEDY to go to the ballroosv after leaving the Embassy Rooms 
to address a group that had assembled ther& Someone 
changed hie plans to where he would be going to the Colonial 
Room through the Kitchen area for a press conference. He 
said DICK KLINE, who lives in Pacific Palisades ^ California, 
telephone GL 4-4860, told him he knew fifteen r.lnutds before 
Senator KENNEDY left the room that he would be going to the 
Colonial Room and» allegedly, KLINE was to have been Interviewed 
by the FBI on June 14, 1963. 

Mr, RINGER said he did not know who actually changed 
the route Senator KENNEDY was to take, but understood it was 
done for the benefit of the press, particularly the members of 
from the East whose deadlines were shorter than the Vest 
Coast because of the time differences. 

He said the only person he knew who had seen 
SIRKAN B. SIRHAN was JUDY MARIE ROYER, who said she had seen him 
about an hour before the shooting in the kitchen area and she 
had ”run him out”.

The news department at the KENNEDY headquarters 
headed by DICK KLEIN would In all probability know whether 
a specific arrangement had been made for anyone to bring 
a crew of photographers on that or other dates. She did 
not have the address or telephone number for DICK KLEIN^ 
but was of the opinion that this information, would be 
available at the KENNEDY Headquarters, which she felt was 
currently open on an intermittent basis, Mr, ART SELTZER,’ 
who had been In charge of the overall campaign In Los 
Angeles, may have some knowledge of any photographic i^roups 
at the headquarters.

California^ ftu'niehed the following information; 

On June ft, 1968, he was on the fifth floor of 
the Ambassador Hotel In Los Angeles, California, along 
with members of his staff and Senator KE3CIELY and his 
staff, awaiting the results of the California Presidential 
Primary. People In the room off the main lobby, who were 
awaiting the arrival of Senator KENIIEEY, began to get restless 
arid it was suggested that he (UNRUH) go down to speah to 
them. 

At about 11:30 p.m. he went down and spoKe to the 
group. At approximately ll:ft5 p*m. he felt there were 
sufficient returns for Senator KEMEEY to claim victory and 
sent his assistant, Mr* JACK C. CROSE, to get the Senator 
and his party. 

The Senator came down to the hall and addressed the 
group congregated there for about eight minutes • • and then 
started to walk away. He proceeded to his right, towards a 
table where PIERRE SALIKGEK and DICK KLIHE were seated. Be 
was propelled, by someone whom he could not see, towards the 
back of the stage. The stage was so jammed he (UNRUH) de- 
cided to go down the stairs from the stage and go to the 
hallway by the door located at the foot of the stage % 

. When he stepped out into the hallway Senator KENNEUf 
had already passed that area and was about ten paces ahead 
of him. He then heard two or four pops followed by four or 
five more. At this point he did not realize these were pistol 
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8hot8 and thought they night be balloons. All at once 
the crowd parted In front of him as he continued to walk 
forward. He then observed PAUL SCKRADE lying on the floor 
with an obvious bullet wound in his head and immediately 
noticed Senator KENNEDY lying on the floor ahead of SCiQUVQE. 
Senator KENNEDY brought his hand down from his head and 
appeared to clutch at his stomach, hence he believed the 
Senator had been shot there. Someone had already gotten 
to the Senator and had undone his shirt. 

Inasmuch as the crowd was pressing in, hla first 
thoughts were to make room for the Senator and prevent hla 
being trampled on. He then attempted to push newsmen, 
photographers, and other people In the area away. Noticing 
a photographer on top of a table where ROOSEVELT GRIER had 
pinned SIRHAH BISHARA SIRHAK, he pulled him off the table 
and into the corridor. At this point It was the first time 
he had seen SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN and at no time did he 
ever observe SIRHAN holding the gun. 

Recalling the fate that had befallen LEE HARVEY 
OSUALD,and hearing voices in the crowd yelling to kill 
SIRHAN, he recalls yelling to the group holding SIRHAN to 
protect him* He could not recall exact words used but, 
remembering the events in Dallas when OSWALD had been ahot^ 
he did not want to see the same thing happen there. He 
did recall saying something like, "if the system works at 
all, we are going to try this one". 

When the police arrived he attempted to keep the 
police all aroimd SIRHAN , . to protect him. Re .•*■* 

grabbed SIRHAN by the scruff of the neck and helped to 
propel him down the hallway through the lobby and to a police 
car parked in front of the hotel. 

Be accompanied the police officers in the car that 
SIRHAN was in to the Rampart Division. Re set in front with 
the. driver and SIRHAN was in the back seat between two other 



police-officers. About the tine they entered the car 
SIRHAN mumbled, " I did it for my country”. He could not 
recall at 3ust what point he (UNRUH) asked the question 
during the ride, but since SiraAN looked like a Latln-*Amcr- 
lean he asked SIRHAN, "Why him? Why him? He was trying 
to do something". SIRHAN muttered, "It* a too late, it's 
too late”. He also recalls SIRHAN saying, "I can explain, 

I can explain”. He could not, however, recall the exact 
sequence of the statements except for the one made as they 
entered the car. 

They arrived at the Rampart Division end SIRHAN 
was taken into a room there by one of the officers. His 
sole concern there was that SIRHAN not be In a position 
to do himself any harm and he was assured by an officer 
that SIRHAN was still handcuffed and would not be able to 
do himself any harm. Shortly after their arrival at the 
Rampart Division he noticed the time was 12:43 a.m, 

SIRHAN subsequently was brought out, pieced into 
a police car, and taken to the Central Division. He followed 
in another car. • * Upon arriving SIRHAN was taken to 
an isolation room and interrogated end that is all he saw 
of SIRHAN.

advised that she was a staff member for Senator BOBERT F* 
KENNEBV and she furnished the following information with 
respect to her 2cnowledge of the events at the Ambassador Hotel 
on June 4 and Juine 3> 195C« where Senator KENNETY was shot. 

She worked -at' the Senator's campaign headquarters on 
Wllshire Boulevard until approximately 10:00 p.A. on June U, 
1968 , and then drove to the Ambassador Hotel to participate 
in the rally. She parked her car on Eighth Street, south of 
the Ambassador Hotel, and proceeded fxom there to the Embaasy 
Booai ■ . She was Informed by a guard that she could not 

enter since the fire marshals had closed the room. She then 
went to the Colonial Room and was able to enter that area 
but her husband, KEN YOUNGER, who was with her and several 
other friends who did not have staff badges^ could not get into 
this room. 

She stated that she stayed in the Colonial Room only 
e few minutes and then went to the lower ballroom with her 
husband and the friends she was with. She remained 'in the 
lower ballroom with the large crowd and heard from someone 
in the audience, after the Senator had made his speech, that he 
had just been shot. She did not believe this until sne 
heard the announcement made over the public address system. 

She advised that shortly before the Senator began 
his speech, her husband decided that, due to heat and the 
crowded room, he would go home. 

She was shown photographs of 5IHHAN BISHARA SIRRAH 
and she advised that she did not see this individual at any 
time in the Ambassador Hotel*

Shortly after 11:30 p.m. It became apparent that 
he had von the election so he and his group vent to the 
Venetian Room of The Ambassador Hotel, vhere his main 
victory celebration was in progress, attended by 300 to 
400 persons. 

Doctor RAFFERTY said that at about midnight he 
began addressing the group in the Venetian Room but vas 
interrupted with the nev7s that Senator ROBERT F. KEKIIEDY 
had been shot. He vas immediately escorted to another 
room in the hotel vhere he remained for the rest of the 
night under protection of the Los Angeles Police Department. 

Doctor RVFFERTY related that he had no personal 
knowledge of the possible presence of KJ^IKEJY murder 
suspect SIRHAN BI5H.1RA SIRHAH in the Venetian Room on the 
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night cf June A- 5, 1968. He added, hm^ever, that it vas 
his understanding that the wife of his Special Assistant,

Doctor /RAFFERTY noted that the June 21, 19S8, 
Issue of “Life Magazine?' carried allegations that SIRHAh 
had been thrown out of the Venetian Rocnn and had been 
refused a drink by a bar hostess there but that no such 
Information had come to his attention from any source who 
attended the party. > 

Doctor RAFFERTY said that he did not know if any 
security guards were present In the Venetian Room or if 
i^nvltations had been required to gain entry there; bo^-revcr, 
this information would be readily available at his campaign 
headquarters in Los Angeles.

HALL advised that somewhat later he sat down 
at the table and joined the conversa tio n indicatlng^ln th e pe riod 
of a few minutes, that he was for RAFFERTY and against KENNEDY 
and shortly thereafter for KENT^EDY and against RAFFERTY. HALL 
disclosed that this individual had campaign buttons for both 
RAFFERTY and KENNEDY. HALL stated this man indicated that he 
liked to get information from people and intended to find out 
something about HAIL and the two girls. 

KAIL disclosed that as conversation with this Individ* 
ual proceeded it became evident that there was something "strange- 
ly wrong” with this man. HALL advised that this individual, who 
would not furnish his name, but who later in the evening showed 
Identification of some sort to KAREN MC SPADDEN, Indicated that 
he lived in Bel Air, California and was a student at San Fernando 
Valley State College, HALL advised that he later indicated that 
he was a student at Santa Monica City College and finally that be 
was not a student at all. 
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HALL advised that he questioned the individual as to 
vhy he' liked to get information from people^ Ihe 
unknoKn male replied « *'I have a brief case here full of infor- 
mation but I have something here (pointing to hia briefcase) 
that *8 going to make big news tonight. Big news, big news. 

HALL disclosed that at this time one of the two girls attempted 
to touch this individual's briefcase but he yanked it roughly 
from her reach. HALL stated that he asked this man to buy a 
rouftd of drinks for the table to which he replied, ."No, I don't 
have that kind of money and I don't like people that have money . 
HAIX stated that at this time he noticed a pronounced and.de- 
finite bulge in this individual's briefcase. HALL stated in his 
opinion this bulge was possibly made by a gun. He stated that he 
believed this die to tie fact that he formerly had a briefcase 
exactly like the one carried by this individual. In which he had 
carried a .22 caliber pistol in connection with his former em- 
ployment. He advised that his gun in his briefcase made a 
bulge which he believed to be identical to the one he ob- 
served in this unknown man's briefcase. 

HALL stated that shortly after this conversation be 
and the two girls left the anteroom and returned to the Venetian 
Hoom. He advised that upon leaving this individual indicated 
that he was having a big evening tonight and would be there for 
a long time. 

HALL disclosed that he and the two girls were in and 
around the Venetian Room area and the anteroom area until approx.- 
imately 11:30 p.m. on the evening of June 1968. HALL stated 
that during this period of time he and the girls observed this 
unknown individual on several occasions and In each instance he 
was walking through the various rooms carrying his brief case . 

BALL stated that at 11:30 p.m. he, . NC SFADDEN and LUBETTE 
travelled to Michael's Restaurant, located approximately 15 
minutes from the Ambassador Hotel, in order that they might eat 
dinner. He advised that after arriving at Michael's at 11:45 
p.m. they ordered their dinner and were watching the election 
returns on television. HALL revealed that a short time later . 
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he end the two girls were stunnned to learn via the television 
set that Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDY had been shot. He advised 
that elnost In unison the two girls and hljnsell thought of the 
individual at the Ambassador Hotel, thinking that he was possibly 
connected with the shooting. HALL' stated that the three of 
them immediately left the restaurant, not even bothering to pay 
their bill, and raced back to the Ambassador Hotel arriving at 
approximately 12:40 a. a.

HALL stated that he and the girls furnished this infor- 
mation to- a police officer at the door and were admitted into 
the Ambassador Hotel at which time they conducted a thorough 
search of all of the pertinent areas and were unable to locate 
this man.

Mlee tTOHES advleed that she Viae In the Venetian Boom 
of the Anbafsadqr Hotel on the evening of June i!, I968, She 
stated that ehe waa in the Venetian Ro on In connection with 
volunteer mfirk perforoed ior the RAFFEHTY for Senator Ccuacilttee. 



Kiss JOKSS disclosed that approxicately 9*30 p.c. she 
arrived at the Anbassedor Hotel staying in the Venetian Room 
ciagllng with the crowd until approxljaatcly 10:30 p.o, Mies 
JOBES advised that at approximately 10:30 to 11:00 p.o, ahe 
sat down at a desk located at the entrance way to the Venetian 
Room and co.iinenced Banning a direct telephone line to the Regis- 
trar of Voters Office in Los Angeles, California. Miss JCMIES 
stated that this open line wae maintained for the duration of 
the evening and wae being used to receive current voting 
information. 



Mise JCfirES etated that various other people at dif- 
ferent times occupied an additional seat located behind the desk. 
Their fimctlon uas to give out RAFFERTY bumper stickers 
and other advertlelng type literature as well as giving 'tickets * 
for free drinks to members of the press. Miss JQI®F stated 
that she believed she manned this telephone line for a period of 
time Involving appro::lmately three to lour hours. 

Mies JOBES disclosed that at approximately 12:00 mid- 
night while sitting at this desk she began to notice screams, 
yells and a great amount of activity coming from the room 
located directly across the lobby occupied by the Senator ROBERT 
P, KE‘I^I^EDY supporters. Uise JOIIES stated thet as the activity 
increased she could tell from the shouted conversations that 
Senator KENBEDY had been shot. *. She advleed that she 
began yelling to people running near the entrance to the Venetian 
Room in an attempt to find oat what exactly had occurred. 
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KiBS JONES advised that at some time approximately 
five to fifteen minutes after she had first deduced that Senator 
KENNEDY had been shot, . she observed a man walking by her door. 
She yelled to him words to the effect that she wanted to know 
what had happened and since she could not leave the telephone 
would he please sit down and tell her what had occurred. 

* Kiss JONES stated that to the best of her memory the 

following Is the conversation that occurred between herself 
and this individual. 

Ke "KENNEDY'S been shot. I was back there 
in that area." (Wiss JONES advised that 
she obtained the impression that this 
statement indicated that he was one of 
many in the l^ENNEDY crov^d). 

He "There was a man with a gun." 

Miss JONES disclosed that during this conversation^ 
which lasted approximately one minute, a large surge of people 
began clustering around her desk attempting to use the tele- 
phone which was located in front of her. She stated that due 
to the force of the crowd and to the excitement in the room 
she at this point lost contact with this individual and did 
not observe him again.

He stated that after KENNEDY 
finished hie speech he left the stage of the Embassy Room through 
the door at the rear of the stage and that shortly after he left 
ther6 were some sounds from the back of the stage area which sound- 
ed something like "gun shot". He stated that everyone began 
to press forward to try to find out what had happened and shortly 
thereafter people came from the back room shouting that Senator 
KEinCDY had been shot. He stated that during the confusion, which 
followed the announcement of the shooting, he saw a girl in the 
crowd in the Embassy Room who was wearing a polka dot dressy blit 
stated he had no reason to believe that she was In any way connect- 
ed with the assassin. He stated that this came to his mind Mily 
because he later heard so much publicity about the girl In the 
polka dot drees. 



AARON advised that he remained in the Embassy Room until 
cpproximately 1:15 a.ja* at which time he left the hotel and returned 
to his home.

He furnished the following Inforn 

with respect to hie knowledge of the events on June 4 end 
June 5j 1968 , surrounding the shooting of Senator ROBERT F. 
KEHREDY at the Ambassador Hotel, Los Angeles* California: 
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On June 4, 1988 , he went to the Embassy Room at the 
Ambassador Hotel to cover Senator KENHEDY. "While there, he 
met MAX JOHNSON, representative of the "Afro-American" 

newspaper published in Washington, D.C., but who is an e mpl oyee 
of that paper’s Baltimore Office. He also met BOOKER GRIFFIN* 
e director of the Negro Induetrial Economic Union (NIEU). 

Prior to the speech by Senator KEIGJEUY, at approximately midnight, 
he wandered back and forth in the ballroom. He also wandered 
back and forth during much of the speech. 

Just as Senator KEtlNEDY appeared in the ballroom and 
started speaking, he tried to make a telephone call to his 
employer from the press telephones in the Embassy Room to 
inform him that Senator KENKEUY was making a speech. There 
was no answer at his office, so he continued to listen to the 
Senator's speech. Just prior to the end of the speech, he 
was bn the Senator's left at the edge of the stage where there 
wes a guard. He used hie press badge to get by the guard. 

He thought that he would proceed through the kitchen area to the 
KENlfEDY press room, which was located at the far end of the 
kitchen passageway. He thought at the time that the Senator 
would leave the area through the main doors to his right. The 
Senator started to leave the platform by going to his right 
but then reversed his direction and went to his left. He 
(AUBRY) then went through the door leading to the kitchen 
passageway and he thinks that Senator KENNEDY was close behind 
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him end that he came down the platform steps to his left. 




Vhen he (AUBRY) started to go through the kitchen 
passageway, he noticed pppix>xinately seven to ten Individuals 
In the kitchen and from, their white clothing and Latin. » 
appearance, he thought that they were all kitchen help. The 
Senator proceeded Into the kitchen passageway end shook hands 
and greeted several individuals who clustered around the 
doorway waiting to meet the Senator. As he (AUBBY) continued 
thrcftigh the kitchen area, he was bumped into by someone who jumped 
from one of the steam tables but he does not recall what this 
Individual looked like or how he was dressed. The next thing 
he recalls is that he heard several loud noises which sounded 
like Hrecrackers. There was one distinct blast, a pause, 
end then five or six other blasts in rapid succession. He 
then determined that shots were being fired and he noticed 
thet Senator KEKKEDY was lying on the floor with his head toward 
the ballroom, parallel to the passageway. He does not recall 
seeing SIRHAK BISHARA SIRHAK but as soon as he noticed what 
was happening, he shoved a young female Caucasian who was on his 
left out of the passageway. He then proceeded to the passageway 
into the area where the KEin^Y press room was located and 
informed the room full of newsmen that the Senator had just 
been shot. 



He immediately returned to the kitchen area and 
noticed that two of Senator KENNEDY'S aides were struggling 
with SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN trying to get a gun away from him. 

He climbed onto the steam table as the struggle continued. 

From that observation point he noticed one of the hotel employeea 
place a white hat or towel under the Senator's head. He climbed 
from the table end went close to where the Senator was lying 
and was beside the Senator on the Senator' s left side when he 
noticed the Senator lower his right arm. He does not recall 
hecrlng any words spoken by him but noticed that he was conscious. 

As he was kneeling close to the Senator he said a 
short prayer and he was then yanked from behind and physically 
removed from the area. He was then ushered to a small hallway .. 
which intersected the kitchen passageway and remained there whl!^' 
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the police blocked off the area. From this vantage point, 
he noticed that the Senator was removed from the area by several 
ambulance drivers. Following the removal of Senator KOiNEDSf 
from the area, he (AUBRY) was asked by an officer of the Los 
Angeles Police Department whether he saw anything pertinent 
end he said, volmtarily« that he did. 

Ee was then ushered to another area of the hotel and 
shortly thereafter transported to the Rampart Division of the 
Los Afcgeles Police Department where he was interviewed. 

AUBRY advised thet In the interview with an officer 
of the Los Angeles Police Department he related what he saw 
concerning the shooting which is as indicated above. He 
advised that he can furnish no further information of value. 
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BooJtt of the 

Axnbassador hotel awaiting results of Senator KZ3OnS77*0 
bid for the Presidential nomination In the California 
Primary. He stated that he was there from about 10:00 p.m., 
Tuesday, until about 3:00 a.m. « Wednesd ay. He stated that 
he was in the audience when Senator made and eoznoleted 

his victory statement. Senator KENNEDY left and went 
behind the podium on which he had stood. .Be stated he 
heard-'what sounded like firecrackers and that pandemonium 

broke loose with many people screaming and shouting, 

He suddenly realized they were saying that Hr. KENNEDY 
and others had been shot. He stated in about five minutes, 
the first los Angeles Police Department (lAPD) uniformed 
officer came into the Embassy Hoorn, went. up to the podium, 
and immediately requested that anyone who had seen the 
assailant and could identify him should come forward 
Immediately. BAEDEKER stated that an individual who 
he would describe as male white, 20- $0, thin build, sallow 
coir^lexlon, with receding brown hair and a small mustache, 
immediately shouted to the officer, "I can identify that man.* 
He stated this man was standing in the ballroom with him and 
went forward to talk to this uniformed officer. Be recalled 
this man to be wearing a white, button down shirt, open at 
the neck, and a white golf alpaca sweater. He stated that 
following the immediate confusion, he gathered up his family 
and about 3:30 a.m. on Jtme 5* 19^ » they met at his car at 
the Ambassador parking lot. He recalled at this time that 
his daughter, IDITHERIKE TURBEU., had mentioned to him that an 
Individual^ she had observet^ had made a diving motion above a 
human corridor in the Embassy Room about mldnl|dit and stated, 
”l am going to get hlm.“ He advised that on the next day 
Wednesday, June 5» 1963, he and his family were watching 
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Tes^o I, Channel unrecalled, the STAK BOHHAM and MARIA COLE 
show, ebout noon, and they both observed these television 
personalities Interviewing e man who told them he got Into 
the Embassy Room by putting on a Chef *s coat, grabbing a 
pan, and coining through the corridor behind the podium in 
which Senator KEKWEDY was assaulted. 

He stated his daughter agreed that this individual 
being interviewed by the above television personalities was 
the same man who had made the above statement and that this 
man was the same man who had provided a description of the 
assailant of Senator KENNEDY. 

He stated that he would estimate the man's height . 
to be about 5 '7"* since he stood on the floor with him prior 
to the time the man went up to speak to the LARD uniformed 
officer so, he must have been standing on a box in order 
for his daughter to have seen him.

BABMCORD advised that he previously worked for the 
Kennedy Committee in Orange County, California, as a runner. 

BAJU^COHD stated that he worked in various sections of Orange 
County attempting to round up individuals to vote for XENKEBY in 
the primary. BARKCORD stated that he would be given an assignment 
by the Kennedy Committee Office to contact an individual and deter- 
mine whether this individual was going to vote for KENNEZ3Y in the 
primary. In connection with this Job woridng for the Kennedy Coo- 
mittee, he bummed a ride to Los Angeles on the day that KENKEDY 
was assassinated at the Ambassador Hotel. He stated he entered 
the hotel and listened to the various speeches that were given. 

Then when KENl^tEDY, himself, was speaking, he left the main section 
of the ballroom and went around to the aide of the stage and entered 
two large doors into what he recalls as being the kitchen area. 

Khen he got Into this area KENKEBY was still speaking on the rostxum. 
BARKCORD advised that when he entered this area there were already 
three or four other individuals there. However, he does not recall 
the names of any of them nor does he know whether SIRHAN was present 
when he entered this area. He does recall seeing two or three dark 
skinned individuals Who were either Mexicans or of some other Latin 
race. He stated that these two or three dark sldnned individuals 
were approximately 5' 6‘* to 5* 9" and weighed somewhere in the 
vicinity of 1^0 to 150 pounds. BARKCORD stated that all three of 
these individuals had dark hair which was almost coal black In 
appearance.^ 

BAHKC0EU> advised that vdille XE14KEDY was finishing his 
speech, he attempted to maneuver himself so that he could get a

Individual, he later sai; a picture of in the newspaper and idio 
was identified as SIRHAN, had gotten close enough to KENNEDY to 
shake his hand. He does Icrtow that there were three or four per- 
sons around KENNEDY when he heard a shot and saw KENNEDY fall to 
the floor. He stated he, himself, then tried to get out of the 
kitchen area because he did not want to get mixed up with the 
shooting. BARNCORD stated that he did not actually see SIRHAN, 
or anyone else, shoot ICENNEDY nor did he see any guns in the room 
either when he entered the room or later while he was standing 
around waiting for KENNEDY to appear. 

BARNCORD advised that he had wltten a letter to the 
•loregonian*' a newspaper In Portland, Oregon, and stated, 

in the letter to this newspaper, that he had seen SIRHAN SIRHAN 
shake hands with KENNEDY shortly before he shot him. However, he 
stated now that he was not sure of this statement because he did 
not actually see the front part of the faces of the individuals 
near KENNEDY but ^ust saw the backs of the persons heads. He does 
knovj that two or three of the Individuals near KENNEDY,at the time 
of the shooting, had shaken hands with him and that these individuals 
were dark skinned and had black hair. He stated that he wanted the 
paper to print his letter stating that he had seen SIRHAN SIRHAN 
shake hands with KENNEDY because he felt that he could, become A 
famous if the letter was published In the paper, « I t 
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DAVID SAUL BARRETT “was Interviewed at hie place of

_>He advised that he resides at 
Los Angeles* California, and was formerly employed as an 
exercise boy at the race track. He does not recall ever 
seeing SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAK at the race track or anywhere 
else. BARRETT stated he was at the Aanbassador Hotel on the 
night of June 5, I 968 , with his wife. However, she could 
furnish no information which he did not know and he would 
prefer that she not be interviewed because of the traumatic 
effect KENNEDY* s assassination has had on her.

m^^everly Hills, California, said ehe and her^uBoan 
attended the Senator ROBERT P. idMJEEY campaign party at the 
Asribassador Hotel, Los Angeles, California, on the evening of 
June 4, I 9 S 8 , and the early morning of June 1966. They had 
been In the Embaeey Room at the hotel at the time of the 
ehootlng of Senator KENNEDY and consequently had not observed 
It or the immediate aftermath. 

During a period about half an hour before Senator 
KENNEDY arrived for his speech in the Embassy Room, ehe waa 
separated from her husband. She, at that time, observed a young 
nan who resembled the photographs of SIRKAN SIHHAN. He was 
standing at the foot of some atairs which led from the Embassy 
Room to an area below where a number of Mexican Americans had 
assembled to welcome Senator KENNEDY. When standing in front 
of the podium from which Senator KENNEDY spoke, this atair would be 
to the left rear of the podium and in the rear comer of the room. 

Following examination of photographs of SIRKAN SIBBAN 
and his brothers, ehe was of the opinion that the man she saw 
Just standing at the foot of the stairs could have been SIRHAN 
SIRHAN. She could not say for sure. He had dark curly hair, 
was of swarthy complexion, and slight of stature. 

The only thing she observed of possible note was a 
young man who had earlier been trying to gain entrance to the 
Embassy Room at the main entrance. No one else was allowed in as 
the room was over crowded. He was white, age about 19 yeai»8, 
small, dark, and thin with curly hair. He was carrying what 
appeared to be campaign posters or literature. His dress was 
casual, detail not recalled. The Negro uniformed policeman on 
the door would not let him in. He asked Mrs. BARRY If she would 
help get him In. When she declined, he said when she went back 
to the KENNEDY group to tell Hr. KLINE that WAYNE was there and 
that KLINE would get him in. Mrs. BARRY located a Hr. KIJUfE, 
white, age in forties, wearing a white shirt, who had something 
to do with publicity for Mr. KENNEDY and told him about WAYNE. 

Mr. KLINE said he did not know a WAYl^E and took no action to aid 
WAYNE. latter was^not further observed by l^s. bArry.

Ambassador Hotel» Los AngeleSj California, on the evening of 
June 4, 1966, and the early morning of June 5# 19^ • Neither he 
nor hie wife had seen the actual shooting of Senator KENNEDY as 
they were in the Embassy Room at the hotel when it happened. Be 
had no recollection -of ^seeing SIRHA.N SXRHAN at any time. 

About half an hour before Senator KENNEDY appeared In 
the Embassy Room for his speech, he had been in the Kitchen area 
of the Etabassy Room waiting for KENNEDY to come out. The only 
thing he saw which he felt %ras out of place was a young man in 
a seersucker suit end a white turtleneck sweater. He was not 
suspicious of this man who walked into the kitchen. He Just 
appeared as if he did not belong there. He did not fit In with 
the other persons who appeared to be waiting for KENNEDY. This 
young man was white, tall, and in about his middle twenties. He 
could recall no further description. 

Mr. BARRY and hls wife were separated during a portion 
of the party and she had told him she had seen a young man whom 
she thought may have been SIRHAN 51RHAN and he suggested she might 
be interviewed. 

Following examination of photographs of SIRHAN SIRHAN 
and his brothers, Mr. BARRY claimed he h^ no recollection of 
seeing any of these persons at any time.

covering the late ienatcr ROBERT KEKIffiDy starting Monday, . 
June 19^8. He stated that he v/as in the Embassy Room 
at the Ambassador Hotel on tne night of June 4 end the 
morning of June 5, when the late Senator KEHIIEDY made his 
victory speech. He staled that he was in the back of 
KElTNEDf to the right with the other news reporters. He stated 
that due to hie being a radio reporter, his equipment was more 
portable and it was possible for him to work his way almost 
to Mr. KENHECf's by the time he had completed his speech. 
He stated that when Ihe late Senator KEI7T7ECY ccmpleted his 
speech, he, BELL, asked him if he had anyth? ng to say to 
Presidential candidate Senator MC CARIHY, and he indicated that 
he would make no comment. 

BELL stated that he continued to allow h.ls tape 
recorder to run for about thirty seconds after he asked 
Senator KEHHEDY this question to get the reaction of the 
crowd while the late Senator KEMlEDf walked from rhe :&&bassy 
Room to the corridor. BELL stated that he then followed the 
same route as the late Senator KEI{Ii*EDY and as soon as he 
entered the hallway he realised That socethlr.g had happened 
because the crowd hid stopped moving. He stated that a few 
seconds passed and he saw two men coming down the corridor 
frem the direction that the late Senatoi* KEliHEDf had gone 
powards the entrance of the Embassy Room and these men were 
assisting a woman with blood over her fane. Be stated that 
at this point he remembers announcing for the ABC network that 
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scmei'.^lng terrible hed happened* BELL stated that he 
ijaaedlateiy started moving in the direction of the late 
Senator KEt-iirE^Df anu he caw a group of men struggling 
with individual goi*^g out an exit from the corridor 
of the hote? . He stated that he then proceeded to move 
in the direction of the late Senator KRWIEDy and was ®ble 
to^ get within a. lew feet from him by climbing :sp on a table . 
cn the left side of the exit for the elcvntcrc. He stated 
that about a siinute had passed from the time the late 
Senator KErUJEDf finished his speech until he saw him lying 
oTi the floor In the corridor. He stated that he could see 
no visible Wwunds and at his side he saw PA'uL SCHBADE lying 
on the floor. He stated that ETHEL KEI.TIEDY then made her 
way to the side of the late Senator KElSJBUy. 

BELL stated that he never actually saw SIRKAH

did not hear any of the shots, however, the crowd was very 
enthusiastic and noisy, 

BELL stated that he has tried to remember any 
individuals that followod the late Senator KEhTtEDf while 
he was in California that could have looked suspicious 
in any way and he has been unable to recall any unusual 
persons or circumstances during the time he was in California. 
He stated that 5f he would nave had any knowledge whatsoever 
concerning conspiracy or a plot to assassinate the late 
Senator KLtl?!£0'/, he would have made this information 
available to the proper authorities Immediately. 

BELL stated that if any information should come 
to his attention concerning the assassination of Senator 
KBIINEEY, he would immediately make this infoTmatlon available 
to the Federal Bureau of investigation.

At appro;:lffldtely 5:30 p.m., on June i|, I968, he 
was dropped off at the Acibassador Hotel by hla parents bo that 
he could take part in the rally for Senator KEllNEDy. He was 
able to enter the Embassy Room during the evening through the 
use of a press pass which he received from SUE HARRIS, a 
secretary for DICK KLEIN, press relations manager for Senator 
KENNEDY, While in the ball room, he met ROSSTIARY CLOONEY and 
spent the evening with her. When Senator KENNEDY made hla 
speech he was in the press room area of the ball room anl 
only saw the Senator on television monitors located there. 

Just following the speech, he heard a creams of "blood” at 
which time ROSEMARY CLOONEY drtjpped to her knees. Since the 
crov'id In the ball room was large, he did not venture closer 
to the scene of the shooting but went outside of the hotel 
where he observed Senator KENH2DY leaving the hotel on a 
stretcher* He saw him placed In an ambulance and observed >' * 
many people, whom he did not know, kneeling and citing. 

He was shown a photograph of SIRHAN B, SIRKAN, and 
he advised that he did not see this Individual at any time 
while in the Ambassador Hotel and that he can furnish no further 
Information regarding the shooting.

Room xheie Senator ROBERT P* KEfTNEDY made hlS victory speech. 

He advised that his brother PETE R SPENCER BERKSON and his f ather

, BERKSON stated that he is a freelance photographer

■ When KENNEDY left the podium he (BERKSON) and the MBC 
news photographer prepared to exit the room through the door 
located to the right of the podium with the intention of folloi*- 
ing the KEl^ITEDY party to the news conference. He stated that 
he had not yet entered the passage waV leading to the corridor 
when KEinrEDY was shot.. He stated he did not hear the shots or 
observe the assassin. He advised that when he realised what 
had happened he entered the corridor and observed KEKKEDY lying 
on the floor and also observed PAUL ECURADE and an unidentified 
• woman lying on the floor. At this point he began to help the mem- 
bers of the KENNEDY staff clear the room of people. He stated 
‘ that during this time there was an air of hysteria in the room. 

He stated that the news photographer had climbed onto a small - 
ledge overlooking the corridor and had taken some movie films 
which were subsequently sho'/n on television. He stated that he 
did not knovi how many people would have been in the area at that 
time due to mass confusion which followed. 

BERKSON once again emphasized that he did not bear or 
see the shots and that at no time did he observe the person who 
had fired them or the person who was later identified as EIRHAK 
hily EIRHAN.

Be did not witness the shooting or the immediate 

aftermath. He had not observed any one resembling SIRHAN 

SIBHAN or any one suspicious. Consequently, he said he had 

no Infoniation which might be of assistance in this matter.

Vfhile driving on 
the Inbound Hollywood Freeway at approximately Barham Boulevard, 
tiiey heard the beginning of Senator KENNEDY’S tpeech on the 
carhradlo. They parhed the car In the rear parking lot of 
the A.;^bas5ador Hotel facing couth, approiilmatcly the third row 
fror.: the southern end of the parking lot.

When they entered the Ambassador Hotel they went to 
BAPPSKTY headquarters and obscri^ed a policeLian being interviewed 
by one of the television nctworlcs.

On Jane 4, 190 S, after attending .the Los Angeles 
Bodge re -Pittsburgh Pirates baseball game iv'lth hie sister, ANDHBA 
BUSCH, and a friend, rjCHAPJ) HARVJY KLTTIJER, they decided to 
go to the Ambassador Hotel to see Senator KBNNJSCY. He recalls 
that on the Inbound Hollywood Freeway, »;hile listening to the 
radio, they heard the opening comments by Senator KjSNN2Dlf,, 

He drove hie car to the Ambassador Hotel and parked In the 
rear parking lot facing south when the speech ended. When 
they i:ere ready to get out of the car, he heard the commentator 
on the radio state, *Ve are returning to Iu3NH2D3f headquarters, 
'Something has happened". He then heard some screaming and 
cora.iiotion over the radio followed by soiTie statements, "is 
there a doctor In the house?" STEPHEN SMITH then got on the 
air and because of his Bostonian accent they thought he was 
Senator ICBIJNECV, SI-IITH stated, "if you people don’t clear 
the area, Xve cannot get medical aid to the Senator,” He also 
told the people present to clear the area. 



At appro.-;i(»iately that time he observed two Individuals 
walking quickly toward hie car through hie rear view mirror. 

Both individuals passed the car heading south on hie, the driver’s 
side of the car, and as the second individual passed, he asked 
him, \hat happened?" This individual stated, "they shot him 
in the head. Ha's dead". He asked him hov he knew this and the 
individual atated that he was a bueboy at the hotel and that he 
had Just shaken Senator KEl'IHEDy's hand. He also said, "I saw 
the amn pull out the gun and I hit the ground", Ha also said, 
"they shot him. He'c dead". As he stated this he demonstrated 
the shotting by pulling out an imaginary gun from his left 
trouser caistbnnd and placlhg it to hit right temple. . 
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The other individual vho accompanied the unknown 
taale vaa a female caucasi8r4 vho rtood on the drlver'e aide 
of the car Just in front of the front nfheel v;hen the con- 
versation took, place, - Ac aoon ae he finiehed asking questions 
of the unknovn male, both the male and the female continued 
va Iking quickly toward the end of the parking lot in a 
southerly direction. 

The three of them then went to the Amtsssador Hotel 
and just as they arrived there from the pa rising lot they 
observed appro;:lmately five black and white patrol cars pull 
up. There were many people in the area and he recalls that 
several women were crying and that one woman was quite 
hysterical. They hfeard that more than one person 
had shot Senator JCSNJJSDT so his sister ANDsiai suggested that 
the tw’O unknown Individuals who had just passed the car, 
appeared very strange to her. Hie sister then saw a plainclothes 
policeman to whom thfey told the story. As soon as the policeman 
heard the story he waved tv;o uniformed officers to him and 
motioned to them the direction of the flight of the two unknown 
individuals whom they had seen. 



After being Interviewed In depth by the plainclothes 
pollcei^an they went into the hotel. His sister bought him and 
his f riend, RIlTNERja drink and they watched television at 
various locations in the hotel, one being the RftPFEKPY head- 
quarters, Sometime during this period he telephoned hla 
father and told nim that the area had been blocked off and that 
he v'as unable to return home at that titoe. 

He advised that the reason they had 
talked to the policeman was that only two or three minutes had 
elapsed from the time they had heard the shooting on the radio 
until the time that they saw the two unknown individuala.

It does not seem nearly so long ago as thirty )‘cars that 
trade of the foreign correspondent caught the fancy of the 
Hollywood producers. And for good reason. Hitler was on the 
loose, and Europe was crackling with crises and atrocities, 
and some of the best American reporters of the time'<-John 
Gunther and Vincent Sheean and Ed Murrow-^sJwayt 
acemed to be on hand. They came to look like heroic agents 
of the American people, who were fascinated and repelled at 
Jong distance by the violence of Europe and who, 1 must say, 
indulged a good deal of ielf>righteousness in parroting the 
ancient American lament about *old, sick Europe.* 

Well, I was aaying, the foreign correspondent was in 
vogue. And soon Hollywood created a romantic stereotype 
of him. First In the Boy Scout version of Joel McCrea in a 
trench coat, then in the subtler variation of Bogart, who 
acted so tough snd seemed as tricky ss Goebbels but wh»~> 
for all his smoker'k cough ind his cynical appraisal of pass- 
ing fcmales~was secretly on the shie of all good .men nnd 
true. 

This attractive stereo^pe was not only larger than hfe 
but luckier than any Joum^ist fiving or dead. He followed 
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oT ilie blacli curly bead and tlie jeans i and ihc tight, smaiO 
behind, and tlie limp head, and a face totally dazed. 

Well, the next morning, when I saw and heard the 
Pope in his gentle, faltering English, I still could not believe 
that he was taihlng about the squalid, appalling scene in • 
hotel pantry that I had been a part of and would always be 
a port ej, 

] don*t doubt that such an experience Is a trauma. And 
because of it, and &ve days later, I still cannot rise to the 
editorial pages and the general lamentations about a sick 
society. I for one do not feel like an accessory' to s crime. 
And I reject, almost as a frivolous obscenity, the notion of 
collective guilt, the idea that I or the American people killed 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy and Martin Luther King and Robert 
Francis Kennedy. 1 don't belin'C, either, that tfou conceived 
Hitler, and that in some deep unlaithonvabie sense all Europe 
was responsible for the extermination of rix million Jews. 
With Edmund Burke, I don't know how you can indict n 
whole nation. To me, this now roaringly fashionable theme 
is a great folly. It is difficult to resist, because it providea ' 
emergency resuscitation to one's self-esteem. It deflects the * 
search for a villain to some big corporate culprit It offers 
cheap reassurance, cut-rate wisdom, but b really a wsy of 
opting out of the human situation: a rituatlon that includes 
pity for the dead Kennedy's and the living, compassion for 
Sirhan Sirhan, and sympathy for the American nation st a 
time when the vicious side of its frontier tradition— to which ' 

H has owed its vigor and variety— b surging up sgmn, for 
reasons that no one has accurately £agnoaed.

Be was a volunteer for Senator ROBEKT F. XEJWECV 
Md at 7:30 FM on June 4^ 1968> he vent to the AobaBeador 
Hotel to await the results of the California primary election* 

On arrival at the Ambassador Hotels he went immediately to the 
Eabassy Room and remained there the entire evening. 




He was in the Embassy Room at the time of Senator 
KEKNUnr'a Victoria speech and shortly after KENi^EDY left the 
podium he heard several loud bangs which he assumed were 
breshing balloons. There was a great deal of shouting and 
p/ishing by the crowd, but at first he assumed this was Just 
part of the victory celebration. As he was attempting to 
leave the Embassy Room, AI(N FERGUSON asiced him to help ERWIH 
STROXL because £>TBOIX had been shot in the leg. At first he 
thought FERGUSON was jolting, but then he saw STROLL'S leg had 
blood on it. 

He, along with DAVID ESQUITH and another white male, 
unknown to him, helped carry STROLL from the Embassy Room to 
the entrance of the Ambassador Hotel where they placed him in 
a taxicab. DAVID ESO.UITH accompanied STROLL to the Central 
Receiving Hospital while he attempted to return to the Ertbassy 
Room. 



Vhile attempting to reenter the Embassy Room, he 
met Mrs. TIFFANY JONAS and ANN FERGUSON. Mrs. JONAS suggested 
that they gc to the Central Receiving Hospital and stay with 
ERVIN STROLL until STROLL'S parents could be contacted. All 
three of them then went to the Central Receiving Hospital in 
ANN FERGUSON'S car a;id waited for the arrival of STROLL'S 
parents. After STROLL'S parents arrived at the receiving 
hospital, he and ANN FERGUSON returned to the Ambassador Hotel 
for a few minutes and then went home. 
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cox observed a photograph of SIRKAK BISHARA 8IRHAM 
and advised that he does not recall seeing this nan at the 
Anbaseadoz Hotel.

. CRTTCHSLEY stated that on the evening of June 4, 

1<;6S^ he was with several other young iMn who live at this 
boarding house watching television coverage of the primary 
election results. He became aware that the KENNEDY 
cempaien headquarters wae located in the Ambassador Hotel 
located only one half block from his boarding house. Out 
of curiosity, he agreed to accompany PAUL ORIECO who was 
present with him then to the Ambassador in an effort to 
try to see Senator ROBERT F, KH'INEDY and possibly shalce his 
hand. At about 10:^^ p.m., he and GRIECO walked to the 
Ambassador but were turned away from entering the Bnbaesy 
Room where KENNEDY was to appear. A fire warden advised 
them that this room already contained the maximum number of 
persons allotted. He and GRIECO then proceeded to another 
room in this hotel and mingled among the supporters of 
candidate RAFFERTY. At about 11:^5 he and GRIECO 

came back to the main lobby of the Ambassador and learned 
from people standing in the lobby that Senator KENNEDY was 
about to make a speech in the Babas sy 2k)om and would depart 
after the speech through the kitchen area behind the Embassy 
Boom. Ke and GRIECO then found a corridor and went to the 
kitchen area* They both stood in a group of people on each 
side of an exit behind the Bnbassy Room and the kitchen, 
where they were told by '^KEI'iNEDY girls" that Senator KENNEDY 
would pass after finishing his speech. , .. 
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After KETfNEDy had completed his speech* lie 
appec^red in the kitchen area surrounded by several of his 
aides « !Fhere was a sizable group of people there to shake ‘ 
KEIOJEDY’e hand, betvjeen 50 and 75 * the rush of persons 
to get to KENNEDY, 'CRITCHELEY found hinself pushed through 
a small door in an adjourning area after KE3INEDY had passed* 
CRITCHELEY recalled hearing sounds like the popping of 
balloons but did not realize they were pistol shots. He 
said he was not close enough to KENNEDY, to observe him at 
this time. There i?as an Immediate rush of panic stricken 
people backed up upon him, during which time. It was all he 
could do to maintain hie footing. Through the screaming 
and pandemonium which estisted, he became aware that Senator 
KEIWSDY had been shot. After the panic subsided, he went to 
the area where KEN1>EDY was lying on the floor and then was 
instructed by some man, seemingly with authority, to help 
keep curious bystanders out of the kitchen area. He therefore 
stood at the door leading from the corridor to the main 
lobby and held people bad:.

He remained in the area of the kitchen until • 
KEKlfEDY was removed by police attendants end then he went 
to a small room in an adjourning area and i«as interviewed 
by police detectives and admitted to them that he was present 
but did not see the shooting. 

CRITCHELEY said he did not eec SIRHAN before the 
shooting nor did he see him after the shooting.

She was a volunteer for Senator ROBERT P* KENNEDY 
and on June 4^ she went to the Ambassador Hotel, to 

await the results of the California primary election. DAVID 
ESQUITH picked her land her mother up at approximately 6:30 pm 
and they went to the Embassy Room of the Ambassador Hotel, 
where they met ERWIN STROLL. At about 10:15 pm, JIM LOWE 
asked STROLL to watch the entrance to the kitchen, which was 
next to the podium.

At about midnight. Senator KaJNEDY came to the 
podium to give his victory speech. At this point, Kisa 
CUCCIa'b mother became ill because of the stuffiness of the 
Bnbassy Room, and it was necessary for her to leave the 
hotel. Miss CUCCIA accompanied her mother to the elevator 
outside of the Embassy Room. After getting her mother on 
the elevator. Miss CUCCIA went to the Ballroom where she met 
TIFFANY JONAS. After meeting Mrs. JONAS, they both attempted 
to return to the Embassy Room, but were stopped In the area 
of the press room by the security guard. Just after arriving 
at the door to the press room, she heard a pop, which sounded 
like a bag was being broken. Immediately after the pop, there 
was a great deal of pushing and shouting. Some members of the 
press attempted to get into the press room and there was 
altercation between the security guard and one of the press men. 
As this IB going on, a woman passed by who said that Senator 
KENNEDY has been shot. 

At this point, she observed ERWIN STROLL being 
helped from the &hbassy Room by three men and realised that 
he had been shot. Upon realizing that STROLL had been shot, 
she became very emotional and it was necessary for STBVTB 
WAGNER to bring her home. Prior to leaving the Ambassador 
Hotel with VAGNER, she did observe SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAM ' 
being taken from the hotel by the police. ^ 
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At the time she and TIFFANY JONAS attempted to 
return to the asbassy Room, she did look into the kitchen* 
but does not recall seeing anyone identical to SIRHAH 
BISHARA SIRHAN, She recalls seeing only four men* all of 
them In suits, and all appearing to be members of the press. 

Mies CUCCIA observed a photograph of SIRHAN

After arriving at the hotels he walked to the Embassy Roorn^ 
arriving there shortly before KENNEDY began his acceptance 
speech. During the speech he entered the hallway which connects 
the fisbassy Room podium to the Embassy Room service pantry and 
remained there until KENT^Y finished his speech. 

, CUMMINGS stated he stood in the hallway as KENNEDY 

surrounded by several members of the campaign party walked 
through the hallway and to the Embassy Room service pantry. 

After observing KENNEDY enter the pantry; he turned towards 
the opposite end of the hallway at .which time he heard three gun 
shots with about a one- second interval between each shot and 
then a series of shots , however; he did not recall how many 
shots all together were fired. 

CUMMINGS stated after the shots were fired crowds 
of people converged into the pantry from the Embassy Room and 
the hallway at the opposite end of the pantry. Due to the 
commotion that ensued after the shooting « CUMMINGS was unable 
to observe the individual who shot KENNEDY or furnish any 
information of value in this investigation. 

CUMMINGS observed a photograph of SIRHAN BISHARA 
SIRHAN and stated it was not familiar to him. Further, that 
nothing came to his attention at €iny time prior to the shooting 
to indicate this event would take place.

Mr, DEIMER said that on the 5th of June, about 
12:1$ a.m. , Pacific Time « he and the above 'mentioned men 
were set up in the ballroom of the Ambassador Hotel in Los 
Angeles, to film a speech by Senator ROBERT F, KENNEDV. He 
said their location was almost directly across from where 
the podium was set up, but at the opposite end of the' ballroom, 
Mr, DEIHER said they were filming his speech and when 
Senator KENNEDY left the podium he was supposed to have gone 
out the main door of the ballroom, but then left the podium 
and procrieded through a door which is located near the rear 
of the podium.

About 1,000 persons were in attendance and 
be became separated from his tvo associates. In order to meet 
the fire department regulations the Embassy Room where the 
rally was held vas closed and the overflov crowd was sent he 
believes to a room on a lower floor, possibly the Ambassador 
Room. tiThile he bad been in the press room be learned that 
Senator KENNEDY would visit the press room at the Colonial 
Room after he spoke at the rally in the Embassy Room. Therefore, 
after hearing Senator ICENk'EDY speak and watching him leave the 
stage DOOliAK went directly to the press room to await Senator 
ICENNEDY'S appearance there. It was while he was on his way to 
the press room that he beard the commotion, although he did not

Roout he toou. up apposition on the television stand at the 
bacit of the ballroom. He heard Senator ICSNNEDY speak and 
raw ICSNNSDSf move to his left, then to his, KENNEDSf'e right, 
and finally depart the area through some curtains ioHnedlately 
to the rear of the platform. A minute or two after that 
he heard some balloons popping and at that time he started 
to load his camera. 

He then heard some screaming and called to one of 
the cameramen on the television platform, name unrecalled, 
to see if he luiev: what was going on, and this individual 
stated, "there is a fight". He observed a lot of confusion 
at the .-naln door of the ballroom at v-hlch time he climbed 
on to the stand but could not sea any fight taking place. 

He then managed to make his way over to the ballroom doors 
where he heard someone state, "someone shot IL^NNEDY". Due 
to the large crowd in the ballroom he could not get any 
closer to the scene of the action. He tried to make his 
way behind the platform but he vbb unsuccessful in doing 
this. 




He then saw his partner, WALLACE PONG, JR., vho 
was also in the ballroom covering KENNEDY from a close position. 
He gave his film to PONG and then edited the ballroom and 
proceeded to a rear entrance where he thoughthe could talce a 
photograph of KENNEDY being moved to the hospital. When he 
arrived at the entrance he observed several anbalancee, but . 
he did not see the Senator. He asked one of the policemen 
present whether Senator KENNEDY had been removed and he mb 
told that he had been. 
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He then vent bac!: into the h^tel t;-here he again 
Eav FONG vho vaa unsuccessful in taking the filQ tack to the 
pffice.

At appror.lnately S:00 p.m., June 4, 1956, he 
vent to the Ambassador Hotel to cover Senator KBNN2TY and 
he took up a position appro:;lmately three to five feet to 
the Senator's left on the platform of the UmbaBsy Room at 
the Ambassador Hotel vhen the Senator spoke there. From that 
position he took several close anots of the Senator as veil 
as aome shots of the ballroom crowd. Just before the end of 
* the speech, when Senator KENNEDY made hie "V” for victory sign, 
he, FONG, climbed off of the platfoz*m and vent to the door 
leading to the kitchen area where he eat on a table located 
there. He did not follow the Senator into the Kitchen paesage' 
way nor did he hear any shots or unusual sounds Just after 
the Senator entered that area. Appro;; imately two or three 
minutes after the Senator left the platf om^ he observed a 
large wave of people coming toward him and was pushed back 
into the Embasey Room. Several people stated that a scuffle 
vas In progress, and he later heard that KENNEDY vas shot. He 
then saw two male cau cat la ns, who he assumed to :be'^ides of' 
Senator KENNEDY, block off the door leading Into the Kitchen 
passageway. 



In the ensuing confusion he wandered around until 
he saw his partner HAROLD P. PILAN at which time FILAH gave 
him some film to retum to the office. He then' observed 
a female Caucasian whom he later learned to be ELIZABETH EVANS 
stretched out on a table appro:: Imately fifteen to twenty feet 
from the Kitchen doors in the Embassy Room. He asked someone 
present what had happened and vas told that she had been hurt 
In the scuffle. He observed that she i^d a lot of blood on 
her forehead and that she vas holding her head. He then took 
several photographs of many of the people In the ballroom, 
and then he telephoned hie office. He vas told to give the 
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filnif In hie poeeeeei^n to PRANK WORTH, who would be In front 
of the Acnbaesador Hotel on Wllehire Boulevard. When he went 
to that' local ioa The police had the area blocked off and he 
did not cee WORTH ao he returned to the hotel and after finding 
his partner FILAN, he gave the films to him. 

, He then went to hia automobile which wae parked in 

the rear parking lot of the hotel and, tvhlle he was waiting In 
his car, he wae approached by a police officer and told to 
open hie trunk. He then Identified hlmeelf using his Itos 
Angeles Police Department Prese Pass and compiled with the 
off leer requeet. The officer made a search of his trunk, 
and then apologized for the inconvenience telling him that a 
woman had seen him deposit something In the trunk. FONQ 
stated that Just before getting Into hie car he had taken 
several lenses from his pockets which he carried there and 
which were very bulky. 

At appro;; imately 4 :D 0 a,m., after returning to hia 
office he again went back to the Ambassador Hotel and ehot 
some more photographs In the kitchen area where the shooting 
occurred. 



He did not see Senator KENNEDY at any time after the 
Senator left the platform, nor did he observe a female Caucasian 
wearing a polka dot drees et any time while at the Ambassador 
Hotel. He eetlmated that from where he was standing in the 
Embassy Room to where the shooting occurred the distance wae 
appro? tinately 35 to ^0 feet.

FUNIC stated he vorked vlth the crew of JIM WILSQS 
and BILL LBUlS.ifhich vas under contract to CBS for coverage 
of Senator ROBERT KEN1 TEDY*b ca::ipaign* He had been vlth 
KENNEDY through the Oregon and California can^aign* 






He said prior to the shooting they had been in the 
room vhere the victory party was being held end was told by 
JERRY BRUIZO that KE^JWEDY was going to the Enbassy Room, They 
trent up to KEtWEDY^e suite of rooms in order to do proper coverage, 
When KEa'INEDY got onto the elevator to go to the Embassy SotMo 
FUNK said he and his crew ran doiwi five flights of stairs to be 
able to film the acceptance speech. By the time they arrived 
KJ2H1EDY vas on the stage* He said they had to shoulder their 
vay through the crowd to the stage end he docs not thiiik 
Senator KENNEDY car3e in through the crowd. After the speech, 
KEKM?*DY turned and looked left then rlgjlit os thouj^ trying 
to decide hovj to leave, FUHC said he heard a laan, unknown 
say *‘this way Senator, lt*s clear,” As the Senator left 
through the rear they followed. At approximately the sifing- 
ing doors lie heard what sounded like paper cups popping when 
someone staT:ps on them. He first realized it was gun fire 
when he saw plaster fall from the celling v?hcrc a bullet hit.

GILLESPIE advised that she nas the Organisation 
Chalruan for the Los Angeles County Democratic Central 
Committee until she relinquinshed this position to Mork as 
a volunteer worker at the Kennedy Campaign Keadquarters 
located at 5^15 Vlls'hlre Boulevard, Los Angeles. She stated 
that at the Kennedy Campaign Headquarters, she supervised 
the telephone soliciting progrcun and explained that this 
program was Instituted in an effort to poll the xcgl^tered 
Deciocratic voters in Los Angeles and determine If they 
intended to vote for Senator KENNEDI. 



GILLESPIE advised that there was a great deal of 
confusion at the campaign headquarters on the days prior 
to election day. She placed Individuals wherever 
empty telephones appeared thrbugh'out' the campaign headquarters 
and attempted to keep everyone busy making as many soliciting 
calls as possible. She stated that due to the large number 
of Individuals working at the campaign headquarters, and the 
confusion and activity that existed. It is difficult for her 
to specifically recall any particular individual* She stated, 
however, that she does recall one male volunteer worker who 
was seated facing the wall at the front right hand side of 
the telephone soliciting area. She stated that she is unable 
to recall this individual's name but remembers having a 
conversation with him concerning a transportation request by 
some registered voter. She added that she is unable to 
further describe this conversation and believes this brief 
conversation was the only one she had with this individual. 
GILLESPIE advised that she is able to further recall this 
individual as she felt he was quite handsome and that he 
resembled a younger version of the movie actor OMAR SHARIF.

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GIIIESPIE advieed that she had worked as a 
volunteer worker at the Kennedy Campaign Headquartera, 

5613 Ullehire Boulevard . for aeveral days prior to the 
election on June 4, I96S, and, in this capacity, was 
entitled to attend the press conference being held in the 
Embassy Roots of the Ambassador Hotel on the night of 
June 4, 1968. 

GILLESPIE advised that she arrived at the press 
conference at approximately 8:30 PM and i&jnediately 
determined that, while this conference was originally 
scheduled for members of the press and campaign workers, 
there were numerous individuals present who were not menbers 
of either group* She stated that she was surprised that ao 
many outsiders were present and that the security in limiting 
the attendance to authorised persons appeared to be so lax* 

GIU*ESPIE advised that everyone appeared to be 
happy at the conference and most Individuals were smiling 
and, in general, elated over the Senator's apparent election 
win as they viewed the results of the election on television* 
GILLESPIE advised that at approximately 9:39 or 10:00 PM, 
her attention was directed to one male individual who did 
not appear to belong to any group and who was very obviously 
alone* Bhe stated further that it appeared odd to her as 
this individual did not appear to be elated over the election 
and, in fact, appeared to be quite somber* GILLESPIE advised 
that as the evening wore on, she continuously observed this 
individual and noticed that he never spoke to anyone but 
merely stood in the general area of the NBC ‘cameras and 
observed the proceedings* She stated that this indi vidual 
was not wearing any type of a press badge or XENNEBY badge 
but that he did have a drink in his hand* which she further 
recalls as being odd as there was no bar open to the public 
in the Embassy Room, where this conference took place. 
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GILLESPIE advised that at approximately IP: 00 PM, 
Senator KENNEDY appeared and gave his victory speech and that

Re etat-ed that they arrived at the hotel at approximately 
and went, to the Embaaey Ballro^ where they remained for moat 
of the evening. Ha stated tha^ when Senator KENNEDY was maVcing 
bis remarlcs/they could not hear him from where they were standing 
fio they went to the area back stage of the Embassy Ballroom and 
from there they went to the Colonial Room, .This was the press 
roam where they watched the end of his speech on the television 
monitor.

GOODMAN advised that, after the Senator left the Embassy 
Room and went into the kitchen area^ he heard what seemed to be 
"balloons breaking" and what he later learned to lare been gun 
ahotfi. He stated that he and his wife remained at the hotel in 
the Colonial Room watching the proceedings on television until 
approximately 2:30 AM, at which time they want to their home. 



He stated that he never saw any one during the entire 
evening at the hotel vjho resembled the photographs he later saw 
of SIRHAN BISHARA S2RHAN. 
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KAYS GOREY, residence 

D. C., & political correspondent for Time Kegazine, stated 
that as Senator KENNEDY completed his victory talk In the 
Embas^ Room of the Ambassador Hotels he proceeded to the 
Colonial Boom as Senator KENNEDY vas to address the press 
In that room. 



GOREY said that he vas standing near the door of the 
Colonial ^om vhen he heard shots and he opened the door 
of this room and saw GEORGE PLIMPTON and JACK GALLIVAK hold- 
ing the suspect in the footing of Senator KENNEDY. He said 
a very small man In suit clothe? possibly a sports ^adeet 
was jumping on the hands of the suspect, later Identified 
as SIRHAN SIRHAN. 

COREY Stated he did not see the shooting, however, 
he believed he was one of the first into the area from the 
Colonial Pu>om, He said he did not recall ever seeing SIRHAN 
SIRHAN prior to the shooting. of Senator KENNEDY. 
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GBOHGE GBEEN, residence Avenue, Los 

Angeles, telephone No. 759-87^0 j employed at Avon Associates 
(real estate), 6301 South Western Avenue, telephone Ho. 753-330^), 
advised that he is the co-chairman of "Nevt Images," a Negro 
organization dedicated to the enrichment of the black community 
with headquarters at 2?l4 West Vernon Avenue. He advised that 
he was active in the California primary campaign and that he 
sponsored the election of Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDy, He 
furnished the following information with respect to his 
luiowledge of the events of June h and 5> 196^ > at the Ambassador 
Hotel, Los Angeles, where Senator KENNEDY was shot; 



At approximately 10:15 to 10:30 PM on June 4, 19^6, 
he left his headquarters, 2?l4 West Vernon Avenue, and proceeded 
to the Ambassador Hotel to take part in a rally for Senator 
KENNEDY. He arrived at the Ambassador Hotel approximately 
10:30 to 10:45 PM and parked his car on a street west and south 
of the Ambassador, He then proceeded to look for BOOKER GRIFFIN, 
Co-chairman of "New Images," so that he could obtain a press 
pass and thereby enter the Ambassador ballroom. He found 
Hr. GRIFFIN in the lov^er ballroom and together they went 
upstairs to the Kennedy Press Room, but they were' unsuccessful 
in getting a pass for him (GREEN). He was able to enter the 
press room, which he understands is called the Colonial Room, 
and he went through the kitchen passageway .‘to the rear of the 
press room. 



While in the kitchen passageway, he observed a group 
of newsmen and photographers interviewing either FRANK MANKIEWICZ 
or Senator KENI'IEDY, He did not get close enough' to see the 
individual being interviewed, however, he recalls the time to 
have been approximately 11:15 to 11:30 PM. It was at that time 
that he noticed SIRHAN B13HARA SIRHAN at the edge of the crowd 
near a tall thin person and a fen^ale Caucasian. SIRHAN BISHARA 
SIRHAN was wearing blue jeans, a shirt, a Jacket and desert boots. 
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He appeared to be appro:; imately 22 years old ajud of ~ 
Mexican-American descent. He also appeared^to him. to be 
approximately five feet eight inches* l^JO to I 50 p6unds with 
a dark olive complexion. The tall thin person standing near hlaj 
was epproxlinately 22 yeare old* however, he doefe not recall that In 
dividual's dress nor his ethnic group. The female. Caucasian was In 
her early twenties and she wore a polka dot drest which was* white 
with black polka dots. She had a good figure, but he cannot 
further describe her and is doubtful if he would recognize 
her again. 

Be then left the kitchen area and went downstairs 
where he had several drinlis at one of the bare located at 
the rear' of the lower ballroom. When the Senator spoke, at' *' 
approximately midni^t, he was In the ballroom and saw the 
Senator on the television monitors located .there. Immediately 
foliating the speech he exited the lov:er ballroom by passing 
a guard, who was supposed to be guarding the lower kitchen 
doors. He proceeded through these doors and started op the 
kitchen stairway when he heard wl’iat he thought at the time were 
two balloons popping. He arrived in the upper kitchen passageway 
and In the confusion realised that what he had heard were shots 
being fired. He jumped onto the food preparation table, which 
Vas to his right and from there observed a struggle taking 
place with SIPiiAH BISHARA SIKllAN as the culprit. He observed 
a gun in one of SIRlUN's hands and he noticed that it was a 
small calibre revolver. At this time, only a small portion 
of SIPi^IAH's face was visible since someone had an arm around 
him. He recalls that HQOSEVELT GRIER and RAFEH JOHNSON were 
those who were struggling with SXR}IAN SIHHAN. 

He stayed in the area a short while and observed 
Senator XEI.'NEDY lying on the floor with his feet facing the 
press room. He also observed that other individuals were 
apparently injured In the area. A short time after the shooting, 
which he estimates to be approximately three to five minutes, . 
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several I<os Angeles Police Department officers arrived on 
the scene. SIBHAN.BISKARA SIKHA}^ Mas then taken away and 
then Senator KENNEDY was removed on B stretcher by some 
ambulance drivers. 

Soon after the kitchen area was cleared of 
people^ he was interviewed ty the Los Angeles Police Department* 
^as well as television Channels 4 and 3> find he recalls that 
he related the events of the evening essentially as related 
above. He advised that he can famish no further Information 
regarding the shooting. 
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>s Antelee, 'S boarding 

Thle boarding hou&e 1 g located about one block froa 
tbe A:iL)a£f;ador Hotel. GHIECO and another boarder,- vhoee name 
is FRANK (LKU) from Hew Jersey, had been watchinr- the primary 
election results on television at thie boarding house . - At 
about 10:15 p.m. on June I 568 . they decided to walk to 
the Ambassador Hotel to eee Senator KKit^Y at his campaign 
headquarters . 



When they arrived, they were told by a uniformed 
officer that the Embassy Room could not accoKimodate any 
more persons because of fire regulations. GRIECO and hie 
friend i FRANK^then went to another room off the lobby of 
this hotel where the RAFFERTY headquarters was located. 
They remained at the RAFFERTY headquarters for about 30 or 
i<5 minutes.

At about ll:i55 p.m.. GRIECO and FRANK came back 
to the main lobby of the hotel and learned from conversation 
with other people standing in the lobby that a corridor from 
the .main lobby would lead to the kitchen area through which 
Senator KEflNliY would pass on his way from the hotel after 
his speech in the Embassy Room. GRE^O followed some people 
through this corridor to the kitchen area and stood with 
others in a crowd of about 50 or 60 persons near a doorway 
leading: to the kitchen from the rostrum in the fiubassy Room. 
Several “KENNELY girls” had cleared a path from this 
doorv/ay through the kitchen. People were standing on each 
side of this cleared area which led out by the steam table. 
While thus waiting:, he could hear KEN14EDY making a speech 
inside the Bnbassy Room. After this speech Was concluded, 
KEiniEDY and several of hie aides appeared in the kitchen area 
from behind the rostrum rather than through the exit route 
that had been planned. 
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KEHUEET vas curroundea by persons >jho i«ere reaching 
to s’naKe his hand. GRIECO aaid that in the push of the crowd 
he finally found hi^aseli in a ti£-ht crowd about four or five 
wcves of people b ehin d KEllJEDY and about ten or twelve feet 
behind Senator KK»T 5 SDy. C-RIECO eald he could not see KEND^T*e 
head but could see people reach over others' ehouldere to ehalie 
his hand or touch hia. Senator KEIiNKDY was laboriously 
worltinfe his way ► • through the crowd, Tfnich was preeslnc. in 
arpund him. He had ;.ust entered a narrow corridor between 
the steam table and a ^lall. GRIECO eald he heard several 
shots in rapid order^ all within three to four seconds. This 
was followed by screams, confusion, and pushlnc; by people 
BcraTiblln^ to escape. When GRIECO recovered from the pushinc . 
crowd, he saw KEIJICEDY lyin^, on the floor in the corridor 
between the steam table and the wall. A busboy was Jtneellni: 
beside him but was apparently In ehock and was doinn nothing 
to comfort KENJJEDY. GRIECO said he hneeled and tool: KENNEDY'S 
head in his left hand and lifted it neatly. He held, his 
hand to the wound on the bad: of KENNEDY'S head near hls 
ear and tried tc stop the flow of blood. 



GRIECO said that KENNEDY loohed up at him and ashed, 

"is PAUL all richt?*' GRIECO said he was certain that KEIINEDY 
was not referrtn:: to him and did not linow who this PAUL was; 
therefore, he did not reply. GRIECO said he was also 
corcentrattnfv on stopptn. the bleeding froa the Senator* e 
head. KENNEDY then ashed hlm^ ‘‘Is ever^'hody all ri£ht?" 

GRIECO said he told JOESCJEDY, "Don't worry ROBERT, you'll be 
all ri^ht." At this point one of KENNEDY'S eyes closed, 
and the other eye moved erratically. lJEI'^<EDy made no other 
sl£.n of response and appeared to be unconscious. GRIECO eald 
he held KENNEDY'S head for about if to 2 m.inatee* 

At this pointy an unknown mail, bat apparently a 
person of authority, ca<ue and asked GRIECO who he was. GRIECO 
replied that he was fust trying to help etop the bleedinpi, 

Tnls man then knelt a:id took XHINEDY's heed in hls hands. At 'v 
tills point, GRIECO stepped back. Sa2et:.me after this, possibly j . ^ 
a minute or two, a doctor came and other people were bendlnr . . ! j 
over KENNEDY atteuptini to comfort him. - 
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GRIECO then ved^etf hie Kay over to the far end 
of the £tea*a table and obeerved several wen holding SIRHiUff 
on hie beckson top of the eteaw table. At thie time.- there 
Kas complete bedlam v?ith reporters and photorraphers and 
others shouting; and a fcene of general confusion, GRIECO 
reinained in this area until the ambulance attendants cane 
Kith the stretcher, and IGEI'JIJEDY was placed on the stretcher 
and removed from the scene. 

GRIECO said that he had been separated from his 
frifend^ FRAIOC* so he left the Ambaaeador Hotel alone and 
Walked back to his boarding houes. He cleaned the blood 
from hie hands and watched television coverage of the auirder 
scene coming from the Ambassador Hotel. An announcer requested 
that all witnesses return to the hotel end contact the police. 
GRIECO eaid he then walked, back to the hotel and was intervievjed 
by a uniformed police officer who took his information and 
his name and address, 

GRIECO said that in later conversation with FRAHX 
in the boarding house, FRANK stated that he had not been 
in the area and had not observed the shooting of Senator 
KHiHEDY. 



GRIECO said he did not observe SIRKAN in the kitchen 
area or elsewhere before KEI^NEDY appeared from the rostrum 
in the &.ibassy Room, and he did not see SIRHAl' shoot Senator 
KEItNEDY. He said he did not see the murder weapon at any time. 

GRIECO did not obeei*'.'e SIRHAII until after the shooting’ when 
he was being restrained on the steam table by several men. 

GRIECO said that he was standing with others 

in a crowd near an exit door from the Enbaesy Room for a 
period of about 10 minutes waltlnr for Senator KENNEDY to finish 
his speech* There were many others cngai,ed in subdued conversation 
and being monitored by "iCE^DfEDY girls. ^ 

GRIECO distinctly recalls etanding next to a woman 
who was wearing a polka dot blouse, a v?hite color with, dark ^ t"\ 

pqika dots. She also wore a scarf made of the same material ' i ' 
which was about her shoulders end possibly p.lnned in front. 

He said this woman was wearing a black skJ.rt and carrying * 

a black puree. She had black hair which was pinned close to ’ 
the back of her head in a very short ponytail. He described 
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her as about 30 years In heicht, and :Telr complexion. 

He eald she was a very attractive person. She seemed unusually 
removed from the r.eneral excitement displayed by others 
anticlpatinr. sectnr; Senator KEHIEDY. GRIECO did not epeah 
directly with her but recalls that she epohe in general terms 
to otliers concemini* whether KENNEDY would actually come 
out this way after hie speech. She had no noticeable accent. 

Ee does not recall whether ehe was with anyone else at this 
time but had the distinct impression tliat she was alone. GRIECO 
is positive that he could recognize this .woman if he saw her 
ecain. Kc is not certain whether he could recognize a photor;raph 
of her. 



GRIECO stated he was never acquainted with SIRHAN 
and never saw him until after the shootinii of KEJrNEDYi oust 
after jaidnlr-ht, June IJiSO. 

GRIECO said he is willin: to testify to the above 
if necesear:' and Is willtn;;^ to cooperate in any other way 
necessary rerardin^ his lnowled::e of this incident.

ORIFFIM, after being ehown a photograph of a 
group or people In the corridor between the Embassy and 
the Colonial Rooms of .the Ambassador Hotel, which were 
taken at the time of the shooting of Senator ROBERT F« 
KENl^DYi stated that he was unable to pick out of 

the individuals In the photograph as Identical with himself. 
He thought he should have appeared somewhere in the center 
of ^the photograph. 



GRIFFIN Identified the doors appearing in the 
center background of the photograph as being the doors to 
the Colonial Room which was being used as the Fress Room 
on the evening of June 4, 1963, and the early morning of 
June 5. 1963. 
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BOOKER QRIPFIN, t>irect3r, los Angelee Chapter of 
MeETo Industrial end Economic Union, 3^21 South Verraont 
Street, was interviewed and furnished the following infor- 
ma t ion : 



GRIFFIN stated that he had been w or Icing for the 
K3!^DY campaign coixnittee In Southern California, end on 
June k, I^CT, at approximately 10:15 p-m., be arrived 
at the Ambassador Hotel and went to the Ambassador Room 
where he tallced to several individuals whom he does not now 
recall. About twenty minutes later, GRIFFIN stated that he 
sav; an individual in the Ambassador Room whom he later saw shoot 
Senator KENNEDY. He described him as being shabbily dressed 
with baggy pants and loolced as though he did not belong 
there, that is to say, he did not loolc lllce a campaign 
worlcer or KSNHEDY supporter, QRIFFIl’I looked this individual 
in the eye at which time the Individual stared back- (fflIFPIN 
stated he noticed a girl whose description he does not recall 
standing In close proximity to SIRHAN. He never noticed 
them converse with each other, but he had the feeling that 
they were there together. GRIFFIN then secured a press 
pass from PIERRE SALINGER for the Embassy Room and at approxi- 
mately 10:^5 p.m. he entered this room. Due to the number of 
people in the Embassy Room and the heat emanating from the 
television cameras, it was extremely warm so he went from 
the Embassy Room to the press room from time to time to rest 
and cool dovin. 

At about 11:30 p.ra , he saw SIRHAN in the kitchen corrld 
between the press room and the Embassy Room. This is the 
same corridor- In which Senator KENl'IEDY was shot. He saw 
SIRHAN there prior to the time that KENNEDY went to the 
Embassy Room to speak. During the time KENl'IEDY was speaking, 
OTIFFIN saw SIRHAN in the corridor and also saw a white male, 
about 6 ’2”, further description of which he does not recall, 
and a white female, 5 ’5"# with blond bouffant hair, dreeeed 
in a white flowing-type dress with colorations, standvjig 
in close proximity with SIRHAN, Neither of these individuals 
had press passes or KENNEDY buttons. He saw these three

numerous other individuals who were in the area. 
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GHIFFIK left the £abaeey Iboa prior to the conpletlon \ 
of KENNEDY’S speech and vent to the press rooa. He passed the 
shove three individuals In the corridor on hie vay to the press 
rooQ at this time. Ee stayed in the press rooc approxisately 
two or three minutes end as he opened the door of the press room 
to the corridor 4 he sav SIRKAN fire the shots at KENNEDY and 
the other Individual^. 'He could not recall liov many shots 
he heard. He saw eo.^ehody holdinr SIKIAK and stru^glinr 
vlth hi-’o. Immediately after the ahot^ CBIPFIK went over to 
where KENNEDY vas lyinr and spoke with hi=ti for a few aiomentH. 

Be then stood up and noticed the male and feaale whom he had 
seen^ln the corridor leave the area throuj;h the kitchen. Be 
tried to follow these t;io Indl.vlduals hut due to the rush 
of the people In the corridor, he was onahle to do so. GRIFFIH 
never noticed these three Indlvlduale ^nversin? with one 
another In the corridor. *

He was In the Embassy Room of the hotel shortly after 
mfdnight on June 3 j 1969 i when Senator RSBBRT F. KENNEDY 
completed his victory speech. He saw Senator KENNEDY leave the 
platform and exit the room through a door located at the rear 
of the platform. He* HAIMSON* left the room through a door 
located at the right of the platform and followed behind a 
group of people who were following behind Senator KENNEDY, 



Senator KENNEDY* s party had passed through doors 
and entered Into the kitchen area while he was atlll Ln the 
hallway. While be was still in the hallway he heard what 
sounded like firecrackers being exploded. Shortly after 
hearing the sounds a lot of people began screaming and he heard 
Bomeone aay that Senator KENNEDY had been shot. He went into 
the room. that Senator KENNEDY had 'entered .and saw the Senator 
lying on the floor wounded. 



KAIMSON stated that there was mass confusion in the 
room at the time and he noticed a girl who was very upset and 
who wae crying and who seemed to be going to faint. 



He realized that he could not do anything In the room 
80 he decided to help this girl and he escorted her out of the 
room and down an enclosed stairway to the outside of the hotel, . 
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fie determined that this glrl*e name was JEAIOTCMB MDQDT 
(phonetic) and that ahe was acccxnpanied hy another woman whose 
name was Mr a. DUANC CLARK. 




He escorted both of the women out of the hotel and 
obtained a cab for them. The girl was ao upset that he decided

He had to return to his duties as Chief Deputy to 
Councilman EDELHAH end was not generally active in the work 
at the Campaign Headquarters. 



He is acquainted with Mr. and Mrs. ISAACSON and Mrs. 
JUNE ISAACSON managed the Campaign Office for Senator KENNEDY 
which was on Wilshire Boulevard. He is also acquainted with a 
Mr. MAROOLIS from the Ventura, California, area, who was an 
active supporter of Senator ROBERT F. KENEDY. 



Be was at the Ambassador Hotel and in attendance 
in the Embassy Room on June 4, I96S, when Senator KENNEDY and 
the other individuals were shot. Re was not accompanied by 
anyone and had no recollection of seeing Hr. ISAACSON at the 
Ambassador Hotel or In the Embassy Room during the event. 

Mr. ISAACSON may have been in attendance; however, he did not 
recall seeing him. 

Be recalled seeing Nr. HAHGOLIS in the Embassy Room 
shortly before the shots were fired and Mr. MAROOXJS asked him if ha 
could help when he was giving comfort to Mr. PAUL SCHRADE who had 
been in;]ured by the shots. 
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He did not see the actual shooting since he ifas 
following behind Senator KENNEinT's party through the Kitchen 
area near the Embasey Room. He had been standing in the 
area to the side of the speaker's stand on which the exits 
were located. He urad standing on a chair between the exit 
and the ABC television camera and when Senator KENNEDY made 
his exltj he shook hands with h im. He followed behind the 
group that was with Senator KENNEDY and heard what he> at 
first;^ thought to be firecrackers. He saw the coomotion 
end realized it was shooting at which time be ducked behind 
a refrigerator. He noticed Mr, PAUL SCHRADE with whom he 
had been acquainted, lying on the floor bleeding from a wound 
in his head. He cushioned his head and attempted to Keep 
Mr. SCHRADE from further injury from the crush of the crowd. 

He did not observe anyone resembling the newspaper photographs 
of the individual described es SIRHAK SIRHAN in the Ambassador 
Hotel or Embassy Room prior to the shooting of Senator ROBERT P. 
KENNEDY and the others. He did not observe anyone wearing a 
turban in the Ambassador Hotel or the Embassy Room prior to or 
after the ehooting of Senator KENNEITy and the others. He did 
observe, and advised the Los Angeles Police Department, of a 
young female Caucasian, approximately l6 or 19 years of age, 
standing some two feet from him who was wearing a sleeveless 
dress, off-white in color, with navy blue circles on it. The 
blue circles were of different sizes and the smaller circles 
had a white peace symbol in them and the larger circles had the 
word MC CARTHY in lower case white letters. The material In the 
dress appeared to be £ manufactured material and did not appear 
to be hand- stamped. 

From five or six feet away, the dress would XooK like 
a polka dot dress. This Individual had shoulder length hair and 
it was natural blond In color. She was not with anyone and he 
saw this person approximately ten minutes before Senator XENI^DY 
spoke to the assembled crowd. He was struck by the fact that the 
young lady had come to the Embassy Rood with all of the KENNEDY 
supporters in attendance while wearing a dress supporting his 
opponent. Be did not see this individual engage in any unusual] ^ 
or suspicious activity. He did not observe this person In the ^ | 
kitchen area near the Embassy Boom at any time and did not see 7 1 
her after Senator KENNEDY spoke and made his exit.

following information with respect to his knowledge of the 
events of June ll and June S, 19^8^^ at the Ambassador Hotel 
where Senator KENNEDY was shot:

At approximately 8:00 or 9:00 p.m. on June 4, 1988^ 
he went to the Embassy Boom of the Ambassador Hotel. Be 
stayed there until the speech. and he was on the platform^ 
during the Senator’s speech^ directly behind the Senator and 
next to ROOSEVELT GRIER. Due to the mobility on the stand 
he does not recall who wae close to him during the a 

speech. 

The original exit plan was for the Senator to go to : 
his right into the press room area and then back through the 
kitchen area to the Colonial Boom. Just prior to the ending of the 
speech* I>I0K DUTTON, one of the Senator’s assistants, asked 
him how they would make their exit from the stage. They 
decided to make a corridor so the Senator could exit in that 
direction; however, the Senator went through the curtains 
directly behind him. He said he. followed the Senator and was 
Just about to proceed from the semi*room area^ behind the 
curtains. Into the kitchen passageway through a doorway when 
an individual with a portable television camera came into the 
area. He held the door for Shis individual and then proceeded 
behind the Senator who was approximately 25 feet in front of 
him. He noticed that the Senator shook hands with several 
eo^loyees in the kitchen area. 

The next thing he knew wae that he heard a sound which - 
sounded like a firecracker. There was a loud sound followed 
'by several rapid firecracker type sounds which he later learned 
were shots. He noticed slight wisps of smoke rise from the 
general area where the Senator was and that the Senator tamed 
slightly to his left. After the first shot had been fired, he 
did not realize that It was a shot; however, by the third shot 
he then realized that shooting. In fact, was taking place.

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Re then observed someone greb an individual who he 
later learned was SIRKAK BISH^BA SIBHAR end then ROOSEVELT 
GRIER. and HAFER JOHKSOK grabbed S3RHAN. GRIER placed a "bear 
bug" around SIRHAK lifting him off the floor end placing him 
along side the ice machine in the kitchen passageway. SZRHA9 
was fighting very hard and put up a tremendous struggle for 
such a small man. He noticed that SIRHAK had a gun in his hand 
but that be was quickly subdued. 



* He observed PAUL SHHAOE and noticed that he was 

bleeding profusely, which gave him the Impression that SHRADE 
was Injured more seriously than the Senator. Several people 
immediately gave attention to SHHAOE following the shooting. ' 
Be noticed that the area was one of general confusion, that , 
there were individuals on the steam tables, and that cklls 
for doctors were going out. He and several other volunteers 
in the crowd made a aemi~clrcle isolating the Senator and 
SHRADE from the rest of the crowd. Many cameramen and 
television reporters were pushing end shoving, trying to get 
on the scene. They permitted one fat Jewish doctor to the 
area followed by another Jewish doctor with a medium frame then 
a third doctor named MILI£R arrived on the scene. He could 
see the Senator from his position .in the semi>circle around 
him end noticed that the Senator's eyes were open and that 
there was lateral mobility In them. The Senator's eyes became 
glazed and finally closed. He noticed several individuals 
kneeling by the Senator and SHRADE but he does not recall who / 
they were. 



He next recalls ETHEL KENNEDY ‘ coming Into the area 
followed by STEPHEN SHITH, the Senator's brother In-'law, and 
several other doctors. The doors to the area were then closed^ 
and calls were siade for ice, sheets, end tablecloths. It waa 
then that most of the employees were cleared from the ares. - 
During this period he also observed several of the other 
victims who bed been shot. One Individual^who had been shot 
in the leg, was sitting in the corner while the ABC television 
Bian.who was shot^was lying on the floor. Be also saw the ■ 
middle aged woman, who bed been shot^being led from the area \ | i 
with blood on heir forehead. Someone went for a stretcher, or 
went for material to make one, but at that time an ambulance 
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arrived and the Senator vras removed. Another ambulance alto 
came and PAUL SHHADE and the other victims were removed. It 
was then that the Los Angeles Police Department arrived lo 
force, ieolating the area. He stated that previously there 
were several off icers 'in the area. 

He recalls that when the shooting occurred, someone 
made the comment that either he, she, or they were getting 
away. Re does not recall seeing a female Caucasian dressed 
iniS polka dot dress In the area. He noticed also that all 
the kitchen help appeared to be Spanish-Amerlcans. He was 
shown a photograph of SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN and he advised 
that several weeks prior to the shooting of Senator KENNEDY, 
the Senator spoke at Temple Isaiah in Los Angeles and that 
the stage area from which Senator KESNEDY spoke had seven 
permanent chairs on it. Several of the chairs, to the Senator’s 
left ae he addressed the eudlence^were vacant. As the Senator 
addressed the audience, a white male in his early 20s, 5 feet 
3 inches - 5 feet 6 inches tall, 130 - XU5 pounds, swarthy 
complexion, and dressed in blue Jeans and a white "T" shirt 
came onto the stage and occupied one of the permanent chairs 
to the Senator's left. He stated thrt this individual bears 1 
an extremely close resemblance to SIRHAN BISHARA SIRHAN and 
in his opinion could be identical to him. He stated that 
at this speech many newsmen were present end that he is certain 
thrt films were made of the speech, end that perhaps a review 
of those films would identify the individual as described 
above.

The night of the Senator KENKEDT' assassination 
he was assigned as a meseenger to SVLVlft WRIQin!^ a Life 
magazine photographer. He was on duty at the Ambassador 
Hotel in this capacity from approximately 8:00 p.m. until 
9:30 p.m., at which time he was aent to the alx*port with 
some photographs by WRiaHT. He returned to the hotel at 
approximately 10:30 p.m* He did not find VRI(3iT in the 
Press Room so went up to the third or fourth floor where 
she had told him her room was. He did not remember the 
number but finally found her room and reported his return ' 
from the ali^ort. Then, he went back to the Press Room to 
stand by at her request. Re was waiting in end about the 
Press Room from then until about midnight. Several persons 
who appeared to be members of the KENNEDY party came through 
the Press Room, and he heard them saying in effect that 
KENNEDY would be coming out through the kitchen 
area which was immediately adjacent to the Press Room. 

HERPORD then walked into the adjacent area to txy to 
fin d a b etter position from which he could watch Senator 
3CENNEDY depart. It was so crowded In there, however, ttiat 
he had to return to the Press Ro:xa. The Press Room was 
separated from the adjacent area by two sets of swinging 
doors. 

He was waiting in the Press Room when suddenly 
he heard a aeries of shota fired. He commented that they were 
definitely shots and that they certainly did not sound like 
firecrackers to him. He jiuig)ed up and rushed into the adjacent 
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Brea throu^ the 8^«lnging doors Into a surge of persona tiding 
to get through the doors and into the adjacent area* When he 
finally squeezed into the area, he saw the assassin being 
held dovm by a number of persons who were/ at the sane tloe« 
trying to protect him from others swinging at him and tear- 
ing at his clothing. HERFOHD remembered that the aseasain*# 
hand/ still gripping a pistol* was being tightly held down 
on a flat surface/ which HERFORb thought was a table or 
counter. Several minutes later# two policemen entered# 
tcfbk the assassin from the persons who were holding him/ 
and walked out with him/ ijisnediately in front of KERFORD. 
KERFORD said the assassin was quite disheveled and meaaed 
up. HEHFORD aaid he had never seen the man before. 

KERFORD stood by for WRltSHT until approximately 
1:30 a.m, that morning* although he did not perform any 
other messenger service. He said WRIGHT had taken a number 
of other photographs* but as a result of a phone call one 
of her fellow workers made to the magazine headquarters 
back East/ it was decided that her associate would personally 
take the photographs from the Ambassador out to the airport 
and on to the magazine headquarters* which he thou^t was 
in Chicago.

On June 4, 19^6, he nss assigned by his psper 
to cover the MAX BAF7£RTy function at the Ambassador Hotel* 

Be recalled arriving at the hotel at approximately 5:00 Bl* 

Be obtained the necessary RAFFERTY and KENNEDY press cards 
and, for a period of several hours, he moved about the 
various rooms designated for the different political parties, 
such as the Regency Room, the Embassy Room and the Colonial 
Boom. At approximately 11:00 PM, he was in the Colonial 
Room, which was reserved for members of the press and heard 
Senator K£^fl4EDY*a speech on television. Re did not go into 
the Embassy Room during Senator KENNEDY'S speech. The 
people in the Colonial Room received word at the end of 
Senator KENNEDY'S speech that the Senator was coming to the ' 
Colonial Room. He does not recall who brought this message 
but assumes that it was one of the KENNEDY aides. This 
was shortly after midnight. 

In the early morning of June 5, 1966, shortly 
after they received word that Senator KENNEDY was coming to 
the Colonial Room, he heard a rapid series of muffled pops, 
perhaps six of these sounds. He immediately felt that the 
sounds were gunshots. The door between the Colonial Room 
and the Kitchen was closed. Re immediately rushed from the 
Colonial Room into the kitchen in time to see Senator 
KENNEDY sliunping to the floor. He recalled seeing blood 
on the right side of the Senator's face and noticed a strong 
light, possibly a television light, shining in the area 
of the Senator. 

He did not see suspect SIRHAN SIRHAN initially 
upon entering the kitchen or observe the struggle in which 
the suspect was originally involved in after the shooting* 
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A short while later« he did see the individual later identified 
as suspect SXRHAH SIBKAK pinned dcwn on the service counter 
In the kitchen. SIRHAN was surrounded by approxinutelj 

eight people who were holding him securely. The suspect 

still had a pistol in his hand. later, he saw that ROOSEVELT 
CRIER was holding the short snub nose pistol# Nr# HOUSTOH 
stated that he did not see the actual shooting nor the 
original scuffle with the suspect in which the suspect was 
apprehended. Mr. HOUSTON was unable to say from his own 
personal knowledge that suspect SIRHAR actually fired the 
gun. The Individual who was being restrained was the same 
individual arrested by the police later and subsequently 
Identified as SIRHAN SIRKAIT. 

Mr. HOUSTON recalled that there were perhaps a 
total of 4o people In the Colonial Room. Most of the people 
were news people and included several women operating teletype 
machines. Be did recall seeing a few people In the roost 
whom he thought at that tine were not associated with the 
news media.
